HUNDRED MILLIONS IN 
PAST THREE YEARS. 


Largest Portion of the Amount Has 
for Betterments, Shortening of 
Lines and Equipments on the 
and Union Pacific.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 10.—From fig- 
ures and details published here, gleaned 
from apparently authentic sources, it is 
learned that during the past three years 
$104,348,369 have been spent for better- 
ments and equipment on the lines of the 
Harriman railroad system, including 
the Southern Pacific, the Union Pacific, 
the Oregon Short Line, the Oregon Rail- 
road and Navigation Company, Chi- 
cago and Alton and the Kansas City 
Southern. 

On the Union and Southern Pacific 
lines alone the improvements have en- 
tailed an expenditure of $86,603,938. The 
total outlay for improvements on the 
entire system, exceeding $104,000,000, is 
accounted for under the various heads 
as follows: Betterments, $46,116,587: 
changes of lines, $14,632,237 ; equipments, 
$43, 200,546 


The chief railway construction work 
involved has been what is generaliy 
known as the Salt Lake cut-off. Be- 
sides there is the cut-off on the Coast 
line at Chatsworth Park, the renewal 
of steel bridges and steel rails, and the 
purchase of a vast quantity of rollin 
stock, construction of new . 
sheds, roundhouses and depots. The 
Ogden and Salt Lake cut-off, which 
will be completed and over which cars 
will be running by the first of the year, 
has cost to date $4,400,162. Over sixty 
million tons of steel have been put into 
the lines of the Southern Pacific system, 
making a continuous string of first- 
clase steel bridges and tracks from 
Ashland, Or., to Houston, Tex., and 
from San Francisco to Ogden. 

The new passenger coaches number 
245, including 125 modern chair cars, 
each with seating capacity for between 
sixty-four and seventy passengers. 
New freight cars, number 15,816. 
have been purchaged and delivered, an 
increase of fully 50 per cent. of the 
freight car rolling stock, and 337 new 
locomotives have been added to the 
equipment.

000 made by the California Legislature 
last winter for developing irrigation in 
the State, the greater part of which is 
being expended by the United States 
Geologice! Survey, has served to ex- 
ploit the great latent opportunities in 
the State for developing irrigation, as 
well as to emphasize the urgent need 
of definite policies for future work 
along similar lines. 

The topographic and hydrographic 
branches of the survey have together 
undertaken mapping the irrigable lands 
of the Sacramento Valley, and are 
pushing the work vigorously. During 
the coming winter there will be sur- 
veying of at least 415 quadrangles on 
a scale of 1:62,250, with contour inter- 
vals of five feet. Other topographic 
work is being carried on simultane- 
ously In the drainage basin of Kings 
River. It is the intention, if teasibie, 
to complete the survey of the Sacra- 
mento Valley on this scale, from this 
appropriation. The work of stream 
gauging in California has been greatly 
extended by the survey and gauging 
stations are now maintained on thirty. 
five streams. In addition to this, «a 
general reconnoissance is being carried 
on in the drainage basin of Sacramento 
River for the purpose of discovering 
the existing reservoir sites and survey 
thereof under the direction of J. B. 
Lippincott, supervising engineer. His 
assistant, H. E. Green, is making a 
careful examination of the entire 
drainage basin with a view of deter- 
mining upon a comprehensive scheme 
for the irrigation of the Sacramento 
Valley. 

Unusual opportunities are offered 
here because of fertility of the soil, 
the mild character of the climate, 
which permits semi-tropic fruits, and 
an abundant water supply. The moun- 
tainous portions of this drainage basin 
are heavily covered with timber, which 
is being rapidly exhausted by lumber- 
ing operations. Because of these de- 
nudations the Bureau of Forestry of 
the Department of Agriculture is mak- 
ing an investigation of these timbered 
areas, and it is expected that forest 
reservations which have deen tenta- 
tively withdrawn will be thoroughly 
investigated, and that recommenda- 
tions will be made not only for a proper

It isn’t the first time that a court of 
law has knocked out the dictionary 
and the scientific men.

raphers decide is one thing; what the 
courts decide may be quite a different 
thing. 4 man who is under undue or 
unnatural elation, exhileration or ex- 
citement, as a result of drinking alco- 
holic stimulants, is supposed to be 
“intoxicated.” Etymologically speak- 
ing, he is intoxicated whether he is 
“dead drunk” or unnaturally excited 
or elated. 

But this is not the view of the 
United States District Court of Ver- 
mont. The man who nes that he 
has acquired a real jag on an in- 
vestment of a few cents may not have 
reached the second degree.

Cleck Kindles the Fire. 
An automatic fire kindler, the opera- 


nary alarm clock, wilt doubtless appeal 
to every person whose duties include 
getting up early to start the fire in the 
kitchen stove. 

With this new contrivance installed 
in a house it is necessary, upon re- 
tiring, simple to assemble the fuel in 
the stove or any fireplace, connect an 
attachment to the clock and set the 
latter at any required hour. When 
the alarm sounds a fulminate is ig- 
nited, which, communicating with an 
inflammable substance in the stove, 
range, furnace or grate, immediately 
starts the fire. By the time the house- 
holder or servant is up the fire is 
— briskly and the water is boill- 


ng. 

It is claimed that these new devices 
may be so Set that they will start fires 

never wanted, and thus have a 

home thoroughly heated before the 
occupants stir from their beds. From 
the back of the clock used in connec- 
tion with the automatic fire kindler 
extends a shaft, on which is mounted 
a rotary friction disk or pulley, the 
periphery ef which is milled or other- 
wise designed to create friction when 
rotated in contact with a relatively sta- 
tionary member. By the operation of 
a pivotal arm, a lug and spring and 
other attachments in connection with 
the rotary disk this entire external 
mechanism is set in motion when th 
alarm is released, 

Instantly a fuse, with an easily ig- 
nitable fulminate at its end and held in 
place in a slot opening against the 
friction wheel, ig set afire. The flame, 
properly confined within the metallic 
slot, travels instantly over the inflam- 
mahle strand, which is saturated with 
a kree- burning ingredient.. e 
tube-incased fire strand may be 
safely controlled, that part of the prob- 
lem is very simple. Moreover, any 
kind of kindling substance ordinarily 
used may be utilized. The fuse may 
be employed merely to ignite paper 
under tha regulation kindling. wood 
fire, with coal or cordwood on top. In 
such cases the action is similar to that 
of a match or rather, of several 
matches lighted simultaneously and 
burning longer than ordinary matches. 
—(@aturday Evening Post. 


Reached a Green Old Age. 
It is generally supposed that the men 
and women of this age live longer than 
those of ancient times, but certain 


different opinion, and they point to a 
census which Was printed during the 
reign of the Emperor Vespasian as 
proof that they have good ground for 
disagreeing with scientists on this 
point. 

When the census was taken several 
persons were living who were more 
than 100 years old, among them two in 
Parma, each 126 years; one in Brizel- 
lum, 125; one in Placentina, 130; a 
woman in Faventina, 135: L. Terentius 
in Bologna, 140; M. Apponius and Ter- 
tulla, the former being 140 and the lat- 
ter 137, and at Valejacium, near Pla- 
centia, six persons who were 110, four 
120 and one was 140. 

Moreover, several historical person- 


Censorius transacted business 
until he was nearly 9 and retainéd to 
the end all his old-time vigor. 

Terestius Varro lived to be nearly 
100, and he continued to write up tothe 
day of his death. 

Plato died in his eighty-third year, 
and hie last hour was devoted to in- 
tellectual work. 

Isocrates was $4 years old when he 
wrote his famous work “Panathenaik- 


Chrysippus began to write his work 
on logic in his eightieth year. Clean- 
thes taught his pupils up to his ninety- 
ninth year. 

Sophocies lived to be nearly 100 and 
during his last days he wrote the 
“Oedipus Coloneus,” ome of the great- 
est tragedies ever written. 

Quintus Fabius was appointed augur 
when he was past middie age, and he 
held the office for sixty-two years. 

Livia, the wife of Rutilius, lived to 
be 97; Terentia, Cicero's. wife, 103, and 
Clodia, the wife of Aufidius, 18. 

Hireo, King of Sicily, lived to be 9, 
and Masinissa lived to be still older 
and ruled for sixty years. 

Cicero, in hie work on old age, says 

of the latter that nothing could induce 
him to cover his head, no matter how 
inclement the weather was. 
_ Georgias of Leontium, the teacher of 
Isocrates and other distinguished men 
was in excellent health at the age ot 
107 years. 

Xenophilus of Chalcis, the Pytha- 
gorean, lived to be almost as old as 
Georgias, and his later years are de- 
scribed as being most happy. 

Finally ancient records show that 
Arganthonius began to rule when he 
was 40 years old and held power for 
eighty years, and in the third heod of 
the “History” Asinius Pollio tells us 
(St. Louis Republic. ;

The above figures preach a temper- 
ance sermon which would fill 
sunshine the big heart of Murphy 
himself.

The fixity in ratio will, undoubted- 


ly, be in accordance with thé quanitv 
o? gold or silver in each coin, as 
compared with the commercial value 
of the two metais coined. For a long 
period the comparative value of the 
yellow and white metals was so fixed 
that coins of gold were quoted confi- 
dently as equal to a determined num- 
ber of silver coins. The ratio was 16 
to 1 or 11-2 to 1. In other words, 


each ounce or grain of gold was worth 


16 or 151-2 ounces or grains of silver. 
The excess in silver production and 
the lack of demand for the white met- 
al commenced to alter these steady 
ratios. From 1873, when silver depre- 
elated, it sank: in 1886 to 21 to 1, 
in 1899 to 34 to 1, and in 1902 nearly 
to 1. Thus silver com in Mexico 
has been, for nearly thirty years, 
steadily losing its commercial value 
as against that of gold coin. | 
Mexican peso, with 377 grains of su- 
ver, which formerly could ex- 
changed at a ratio of 16 to 1, has 
gone begging at 40 to 1. 

This gives wide-felt interest to the 
joint effort of Mexico and China, as 
seconded by the United States, in Eu- 
rope. This effort has not been de- 
signed to fix the value in commerce of 
gold as against silver, as that is some- 
thing to be determined only along the 
lines of supply and demand, as 
any commodity, but the design is to 
create a fixity of ratio as between 
gold and silver coins of any denomina- 
tlon: pounds, dollars, francs, marcs 
or pesos. This would be on the com- 
mon basis that such an amount of en- 
ver in form of coin would be worth 
always, commercially, such equiva- 
lent. amount of gold in coin. Ot 
course, the old ratio of 16 to 1 can- 
not be now to rule in Mex- 
ico, So the proportion may be fixed 
at 40, 45 or 50 cents in gold, in ac- 
cordance with the standard of com- 
parative values determined. - 

While Mexico initiated these nego- 
tiations conjointly with China, she 
need not wait on China before 
adopting the new peso. China has no 
government that can enforcea new 
peso or yen. Hts government has no 
mint, and the empire is but a loose 
federation of disjointed provinces, 
each with large measure of autono- 
my. China has never isued a money 
which is legal tender all over the em- 
pire, and may be said to have no 
financial system whatsoever. The 
Mexican dollar is the nearest ap- 
proach to real money that na 
knows. ated as is the peso, 
it t universally accepted in China, 
on account partly for the large quan- 
tity of silver it contains, m than is 
in the silver coin of the United States. 
The Chinese as a nation are too poor 
to know what to do with a gold coin, 
and it would be out of all relation 


wait, as must China, to reform its 
national currency. Mexico is pros- 
perous, her trade relations require a 
stable here 
wants a fixed gold standard. Silver 
will, and must, continue to be in 
use, but the ratio of the silver peso 
must be established, so as to be rid 
of the fluctuations in exchange. This 
reform of Mexican currency will not 
stop the foreign demand for the Mex- 
dean peso. When China brings about 
a stable condition of interior affairs, 
she will want, as of old, an immense 
amount of silver currency, and Mex- 
ico will supply it and even on better 
conditions than heretofore.

ISTORY OF CLAIM. 
H AGAINST VENEZUELA.

MONEY SENT BY MEXICO TO AID_ 
REVOLUTIONARY FORCES. 


— . — 


British Consul Sues an Alleged Slan- 
derer—Movement for Amendment of 
Extradition Treaty—New Company 
Formed to Develop Oaxaca Mines. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


CITY OF MEXICO, Oct. 10.—{Bx- 
clusive Dispatch. On Monday the 
decision was rendered at Caracas by 
Ayala, Spanish Minister to Venezuela, 
as umpire to the mixed tribunal, con- 
sidering the claim of the Martinez 
Del Rio brothers, Mexicans, against 
Venezuela. The amount claimed was 
$570,000 gold, but the award by the 
umpire was $510,000. 

In view of the present of the 
Castro administration, it was rdly 
supposed that the Venezuelan biter 
would recognize the justice of a long- 
standing claim, and the matter. there- 
fore, was submitted as a last resort 
to an umpire with the ebove result. 

The claim is eminently just. It 
originated in a loan made by Mexico 
early in the last century to Greater 
Colombia, of which the federation of 
Venezuela was a part. * 

Mexico had achieved independence 
from Spanish control and the South 

republics were an 
the same effort. Venezuela and the 
rest of confederation wae endeavoring 
to obtain funds from London where- 
with to carry on the war of inde- 
pendence, but was unable to get 
funds. Mexico, simultaneously, was 
trying to get money in London and 
was successful, and thereupon Mexico 
divided whet she negotiated with 
London bankers with her sister re- 
publics. 

Thus was Simon Bolivar enabled 
to continue the struggle, which was 
finally crowned in 1830, with freedom 
from Spanish control. Each of the 
three Federal entities or republics 
forming Greater Colombia ac wl- 
edged the timely assistance, recogniz- 
ing their pro rata of obligation which 
Bolivar himself styled “A sacred debt.” 

After Colombia was divided the other 
two republics paid to Mexico their por- 
tion of the debt, but Venezuela repeat- 
edly refused to honor her obligation. 
Nevertheless, Venezuela on securing 
her individual independe and inte- 
gral sovereignty, had assumed 
Portion of the Mexican claim, thereby 
rendering the case res judicata. For 
twenty years Mexico endeavored to 
secure the settlement of the claim, but 
unsuccessfully, and in the middle of 
the last century the government trans. 
ferred it by sale to the Martinez del 
Rio brothers, private bankers of this 
clty, whose heirs today are the claim- 
ants, naturally backed up by the gov- 
ernment. The decision has given great 
satisfaction here, and it is hoped Vene 
zuela will promptly settle the claim. 

UNTRUTHS IN “TRUTH.” 

British Consul Jerome of this city 
brought suit against Frederiek J. M. 
Rhodes, an Englishman residing here 
and in business. Mall for 
Rhodes coming to the consulate was 
duly delivered, but some time since, 
0 to trouble evidently precipitated 
by Jerome refused to receive 
and forward his letters, and telegrams. 
This is not an obligatory service on 
the part of the Consul’s office, but 
merely a courtesy and accommodation. 
Rhodes wrote a letter to London Truth 
published on August 6, accusing Con- 
sul Lucien Jerome of tampering with 
the mall, and telegrams, even opening 
them. He further complained that 
he could not obtain his mall — at 
certain hours, the consulate ng 
closed. Then Truth took the ex- 
parte statement as a text to preach to 
‘the Foreign ce a sermon on the 
decline of British trade and interests 
abroad, when such indifference and 
fraudulency could exist among British 
consular officers. The comments of 
Truth revealed great ignorance of the 
real circumstances, as well as the le- 
gitimate duties of the Consular Corps. 
Not content with the publication of his 
letter in the London r, Rhodes had

Times. Consul Jerome wrote to the 
editor, asking for y, and a 


correct statement of the facts, but 
Rhodes replied, and assumed the en- 
tire responsibility and threatened the 
Consul. The latter then sued Rhodes.

DEEP ARTESIAN WELLS. 
SAN JACINTO, Oct. 10.—The 
n Jacinto Valley bas long been 
ide valuable by its artesian wells. 
e few other water resour¢es these 
wells not, only flow freely, but no 
money whatever need be expended on 
them. In this valley there are now 
5000 such wells which are supplying 
the individual farmers with water for 


teachers, parents and and seven inches in

irrigating and domestic purposes. 
The wells are generally of two inches 


diameter and about 
200 feet deep. 


The Lake View Land & Water Com- 
pany, recently bonded itself for 465,- 


000 with which to develop an adequate 


water supply, and it is the purpose of 
the company to tap by means of these 
wells the underflow of the artesian wa- 
ter. The plan is to go deeper than the 
average of the wells in the valley and 
no few wells will now be drilled 1000 
and 1500 feet. This company has lo- 
cated its water prospects on the big 
Casa Loma ranch, where springs of 
free-flowing water are known to never 
cease, and where it has been demon- 
strated artesian water abounds in 
great volume. The testing of the great 
depths for artesian water promises to 
excite problematic forecasts, as no 
company as yet has thoroughly tested 
the depths of 1000 to 1500 feet. So 
strong is the artesian flow and so un- 
fathomable seems the underground 
lake of water at 200 feet, the com- 
pany is much encouraged and its ad- 
venture promises a great flow of water. 
Perhaps the only thing which will add 
any uncertainty is whether the natural 
flow at this great depth will be enough 
to force the water to the surface with- 
out pumping plants.

UP AGAINST TRUST. 

To what extent this corporation W 
compete with the Illinois and Pacifie 
Glass Company (the glass trust of the 
United States.) cannot be determined 
just ai present. We are not prepared 
to state just what class of goods we 
will manufacture,” said President Bet- 
tinger, “but we are in the business to 
‘stay and expect to grow as fast as 
the business can take nourishment, 
and the food will be of a substantial 
nature.” The sample card of the com- 
pany states that the business is in 
“bottles, fruit jars and packers’ glass 
ware.’ Mr. Bettinger intimated that 
the company has several patents of its 
own, including a new fruit jar. 
Brown, Winstanley & Co. took out a 
patent on a very neat, practical fruit 
jar last year, and it is thought that 
this is the jar which the new company 
expects to manufacture. A 80 it is ar- 
ranging to manufacture a gilase-top 
fruit jar. 

The principal business. of the com- 
pany will, for the present, de in fruit 
jare, flasks and demijohns, three com- 
modities in waich the strongest kind of 
competition will be met from the glass 
trust, and it is emphatically asserted 
that the Southwestern Glass Manufac- 
turing Company is in no Way con- 
nected with the trust. Southern Cali- 
fornia has proven a large market for 
fruit jars and the competition on this 
article Is keener than almost any com- 
modity handled by the jobbers, whose 
profit and that of the retailer is cut 
down almost to a sugar margin, The 
manufacture of a popular jar fn Los 
Angeles would be a big business in 
itself. There were over seventy cars 
of fruh jars handled by the Los An- 
geles jobbers this season, all of which

Not to speak of what dispo- 
sition should be made of some dog 
owners, it is better, surely, that an 
Ownerless dog should be put out of the 
way, quietly and humanely, than that 
he should be permitted to liye the 
Ute of @ tramp cur, subject to all sorts 
of abuse, to the pangs of hunger, and 
to the numberiess other ills that beset 
homeless canininity. 

The principal trouble with the sys- 
tem of taxing dogs as personal prop- 
erty is that many owners will repudi- 
ate the ownership of their dogs, in or- 
der to avoid payment of the tax, just 
as many owners will negiect to take 
out a license. Under the tax system 
there is practically no way in which 
the increase of ownerless dogs may be 
— tid hag the evil tends to attain 

stantly greater and greater propor- 
tions. 

HE THIRST FOR GOLD. 

One phase of the prosperity which 
we are now enjoying in the United 
States—if, indeed, it may properly be 

garded as a phase of prosperity—is 
not 80 pleasant to contemplate as the 
tables showing vast increases in bank 
clearances, and exports, and grain 
crops, and so forth. We refer to the 
stories that come to hand so frequently 
almost daily, in fact—of malfeasance 
in office—of men who have been trusted 
implicitly, and have betrayed their 
trust. Such stories have become amaz- 
ingly and alarmingly frequent of late. 
Moreover, the virus seems to have at- 
fected every class of people in 
the country, including many who might 
certainly have been expected to be im- 
mune from its poieon. Several depart- 
ments of the government have been 
smirched in this way. of late, and as 
to the number of employés of private 
concerns who have skipped off with 
funds belonging to their employers dur- 
ing the past year, it would need several 
columns to merely enumerate them. 
Even the church, to which we are ex- 
pected to look for counse! and example 
is not entirely free from this “ac- 
carsed thirst for gold.“ Some of the 
churchmen appear to have been follow- 
ing the unholy advice given by that 
“pink of fashion and mold of form,“ 
Lord Chesterfield, in his letters to his 
son, when he wrote: “Get money, my 
son, get it honestly if you can, but 
get money.” A few weeks ago, it was 
unnounced that a high official of the 
Methodist Church had been charged 
with dereliction of duty, in connection 
with his financial accounts, and had 
been suspended fora year. A few days 
lester a minister of another denomina- 
ton in Oregon was arrested while 
Durgiarizing a house, and a couple of 
weeks ago a Catholic priest, pastor of 
the cathedral! parish in Denver, amd in 
charge of the finances of the parieh 
for the building of a new cathedral, 
was reported, in an Associated Press 
Gispetch, to be short in his accounts 
to the amount of about $20,000. . The 
tire amount of the cathedral fund, 
$52,000, had been invested in mining 
stocks by Father Callahan, according 
to the News of that city, and at least 
half of the total sum had been lost, 
through depreciation of the stocks. it | 
thould be added, in justice to this 
priest, that the dispatch stated there 
was no suspicion that Father Callahan 
had profited personally from the affair. 
It te believed that he began the spec- 
mat jon to increase the cathedral fund, 
and s cing that he was losing graduaily, 
javested the entire money in order to 


show how deep the mania for gambling 
has entered into the souls of men in 
this country, during the opening years 
ot the twentieth century.

N IDLE THREAT. 

In an Associated Press dispatch 
from Chicago, Thomas I. Kidd, vice- 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor, is quoted as making this 
threat: “Organized capital, through its 
anti-boyoott and employers’ associa- 
tions, must stop its raid on trades 
unions or the union men will withdraw 
$300,000,000 of savings from the banks. 
Mr. Kidd (who shows himself to be 
one) made this threat, it is further 
stated, “after an investigation of the 
damage suits which the American 
Anti-Boycott Association and employ- 
ers’ associations have filed against 
trade unions within the last three 
months.” Mr. Kidd also deciared it to 
be “within the power of union labor 
to throw the country into a financial 
panic” by taking from circulation the 
$300,000,000 which be claims that union 
la bor controls. : 


| this threat of Mr. Kidd, vice-president 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
is an idle boast—a mere piece of bluff, 
guff and clap-trap. like most of the 
threats emanating from the so-called 
“leaders” of industrial brigandage. 

In the first place, the members of 
the labor unions do not “control,” 
probably, one-half of $300,000,000 on de- 
posit in the savings banks of the 
country. The surplus earnings of labor 
unionists are largely expended in pay- 
ing dués, fines and strike assessments 
of various Kinds and amounts. They 
constitute a comparatively small pro- 
portion of the total number of de- 
positors in savings banks. The bulk 
of such deposits are made to the credit 
of frugal, industrious persons who do 
not belong to labor unions, and who 
are wise in refusing to join such or- 
ganizations. 


Secondly, if labor unionists did con- 
trol $300,000,000 of savings bank de- 
posits, not a tithe of them would obey 
an arbitrary command to withdraw 
their deposits from the banks upon 
any such flimsy and silly pretext as 
that put forward by Thomas I. Kidd, 
vice-president, etc. 0 

Thirdly, if labor unionists did ac- 
tually “control” the amount of depos- 
its named, and should withdraw from 
the savings banks, by concerted action, 
all their deposits, they would not be 
able thereby to create a financial panic, 
nor even to cause a serious* financial 
disturbance. A considerable amount 
of the money withdrawn would of ne- 
cessity go into circulation, for they 


other ways than by bank deposit. The 
total amount of money in the United 
States, it is interesting to note in this 
connection, is about $2,275,.000,000. Of 
this amount, even 8300,00, 00 is a com- 
paratively small part. 

Fourthly, even if labor unionists were 
able to create a financial panic in t 
manner pointed out by Mr. Kidd, they 
themselves would suffer more severely 
by reason of it than any other class 
| of the community, and would simply 
be in the position of “cutting off their 
noses to spite their faces.“ 

Fifthly, it is a fool threat, from what- 
ever viewpoint it is considered, and 
emanates from a jaw-jerking “labor” 
ass. 

It is not a matter for wonderment 
that labor agitators are anxious to 
evade, in some manner, the conse- 
quences of their own devilment. But 
they will not be permitted to do so al- 
ways. Heretofore these “leaders” and 
their supporters have enjoyed (thanks 
to demagogues in legislative and judi- 
clal positions) special privileges and 
immunities not accorded to the aver- 
age “unorganized” citizen. The Amer- 
ican public is gradually becoming 
aroused to the fact that these organiza- 
tions have constituted themselves a 
‘privileged class, which arrogantly 
claims for itself the right te defy and 
violate the laws of the land as suits 
its inclinations and convenience. The 
81 which have been instituted 
against these organizations, in tue 
courts (and other sults which will be 
brought against them.) will serve to 
impress upon them the important but 
heretofore ignored fact that labor 
unionists are responsible before the law 
for their acts, and the consequences 
thereof, the same as are other members 
of the community. This fact will in 
due course of time be made to appear 
as prominently in our jurisprudence 
and in our ethics as its importance de- 
mands.

IMPORTANT OIL DECISION. 

SUPREME COURT RULING. 
The Supreme Court of California has 
handed gown «a decision of importance 
to oll men. It relates to the rights of 
claimants to oil lands on the first dis- 


covery. , 

The court holds that just finding oil 
indications, seepage or springs does 
net constitute a valid claim on the 
land; but that a producing well must 
be found. 

The court says: 

“To constitute a discovery, the law 
requires something more than con- 
jecture, expectation, hope, or even in- 
dications. The; geological‘ formation 
of the country may be such as scien- 
tific research and practical experience 
have shown to be likely to yield oil in 

ying quantities, 
=e : with this, there may be 
other surface indications, such as seep- 
age of oil. All these things combined 
may be sufficient to justify the expec- 
tation and ‘hope that, upon driving a 
well to sufficient depth, oil may be 
discovered, but one in all they do not 
in and of amount to a dis- 
covery. 

“For this view which we entertain 
of the essentials of a valid discovery 
as applied to oil-bearing land presents 
no points of hardship, but to the 
contrary, we think it to be not alone 
the only rational one which may be 
taken under the law, but also, the only 
interpretation wihch ojers security and 
protection to the bona fide locator. 
The discovery may be made subse- 
quentiy, and when made, operates to

perfect the location against all the 
world, saving those whose fie 
rights have intervened. One who 


thus, in good faith, makes his loca- 
tion, remains in possession, and with 
due diligence prosecutes his works to- 
ward a discovery, is fully protected 
against all forms of forcible, fraudu- 
lent, surreptitious or clandestine en- 
tries and intrusions upon his posses- 
sion.” 

The opinion was written by Justice 
Henshaw and was concurred in by 
Justices Van Dyke, McFarland, An- 
gelotti and n.

feet of water, and the only wharf where 
the variety can be pursued with any 
success is the long structure which 
surmounts the government breakwater | 
outside San Pedro. As most of the 
anglers who go there are in search of 
bass, the bottom game is generally neg- 
lected. When whitefish are capght 
there they run of small size, so after 
all the only recourse of him who would 
learn of the delights afforded by this 
kind of sport is the broad ocean itself. 

Whitefish, in common with groupers 
and other varieties of rock cod, run at 
great depths.

n. The angelic child, because of the 
improper training received from his 
parents, had developed into the inhu- 
man fiend. 

THE CHILD A BLESSING OR A 
CURSE. 

All parents are familiar with suffi- 
client facts to convince them that, while 
the greatest blessing vouchsafed to a 

loving parent, is a good child, the very 
@tverest curse is a bad one. In tae one 
case. an unspeakabie delight in their 
youth; a source of constant joy in their 
prime; the object of profoundest priie, 
and, if necessary, a sure support in 
their declining years. On the other 
hand, a source of constant trouble and 
irritation during the morning of their 
existence; of heart-breaking misery 
in the noontime of their life; and the 
cause of bringing their prematurely 
gray hairs to an untimely grave. 

How often the broken-hearted par- 
ents have asked the Almighty why the 
loved one was not taken in the inno- 
cence of its childhood. How hard it 
has been to understand why the par- 
ents were permitted to live we suffer 
untold agony as they saw their once 
introrent, and still dearly-beloved boy 

nr girl, swept past them in the rap- 
ids of ein and whirled to everlastin 
destruction. 

THE HAPPINESS OF PARENTS. 

What is there of pleasure in life for 
the loving parent whose precious child 
has gone astray’? Surely no success in 
business of along any other line can 
ever recompense for such a loss. 
Though this is the case, how few of us 
parents have given careful considera- 
tion to methods of management, in 
order that we might save these chil- 
dren, who are dearer to us than life 
itecif. Is it not a fact that those of us 
who have sought for and failed to 

have 
become discouraged and, not knowing 
else to do, have continued to 


stumble along as best we could, hop- 

ing that the end would be that for 

which we prayed? : — 

THE CHILDREN’S PLACE IN 
CIETY. 

For thousands of years children ex- 
isted merely by sufferance. They had 
no rights. They had no Place. Much 
was said of their duties to others. No 
mention was made of what was due 
from others to them. The lowly Naza- 
rene emphasized our duties to them 
when “He placed a little child in their 
midst, and said, of such is the king- 
dof of Heaven.“ In obedience to His 
lesson the children, once upon the 
Outermost circle of civilization, have, 
for years, been moving nearer to their 

r position, until now they have 
reached the very center, and around 
them revolve all human interests. 


THE CHILD AND THE SCHOOL. 


In a later talk the relation of the 
child to the school will be given that 
consideration which its importance jus- 
tines. At that time the effort will be 
made to show how each child can get 
the greatest benefit from his school 


About this time of year many anx- 
parents are asking themselves 
such questions as, At what age should 
a child start to school? What about 
the kindergarten? shall I send to pub- 
lie r private school? Since the future 
welfare of a child may depend largely 
upon the proper answers to these 
questions, they are of vital import- 
ance, for next to his own home, his 
school home most powerfully influ- 
ences each child's development. 
Too many. parents send their chil- 
dren to sch for the purpose of get- 
ting rid of them. It is quite natural 


| that the tired mother should feel dis- 


to shift the responsibility to 

the shoulders of the teacher. However, 
is it not the parent's duty to consider, 
not her own comfort, but rather the 
mental, moral and physical welfare of 
the child? 

AGE OF SCHOOL. 

The age at which children may be 
sent to the public school varies In the 
different States. Six admit at the age 
of 4: nineteen at 5; twenty at 6. Some 
children develop more rapidly than oth- 
ers; but few, if any, are sufficiently de- 
veloped to be deprived of their mental 
and physical freedom before they are 
5 years old. Many who haye reached 
the age of 6 should not be kept in 
school more than one-half day, unless 
the work is imbued with the kinder- 
garten spirit. The records prove that 
most children who enter at the age of 
7 or 8 soon overtake and pass those 
who have entered at an earlier age. 
Worse than this, too often those en- | 
tering early become dwarfed mentally, . 
when they should be at their best. It 
is important to remember that these 
first years are a time for physical 
growth. By their childish play and sim- 
ple investigation they will learn more 
between the ages of 3 and 6 they 
be ever learn at school in t that 
time. 


AS TO KINDERGARTEN. 


The child who is sent to the kinder- 
garten should be sent before the age of 
6. Better at the age of 6, provided it is 
a kindergarten in fact and not merely 
in name. If the so-called kindergarten 
instills, in a pleasant way. habits of 
obedience, attention, truth, tidiness. 
order, courtesy and good manners in 
general, it is a good kindergarten. In 
too Many, most of these ends are not 
reached. If the teacher Is well prepared 
and has the right spirit it is safe to 
trust your child's interests to her. Oth- 
erwise, it is not. The right kind of a 
home will be far better than such 4 
school. 


FUBLIC OR TRIVATE SCHOOL 

Shall the child be sent to public or 
private school’ This is a hard oncation 
to answer unless it be «nswered by 
saying that he should be sent 40 the 
best school. Other things being equal, 
that school will be where is found 
the best teacher. 

Some private schools have certain ad- 
vantages over the public schools of 
some localities. The convictions of 
some lead many to send to schools for 
that religious instruction which they 
feel is a necessity. Many of these find 
it best to transfer to the public schools 
as soon as they can conscientiously do 


#0. 

Where they are what they should be, 
it will generally be found that the best 
training is given in the public schools. 
Their equipment is generally far su- 
perior. The State requires a certain 
definite pedagogical training of every 
teacher; while anyone, without special 
preparation, can teach in a private 
school. 

Too many parents send their chil- 
dren to private schools because, so 
long as the tuition is paid promptly, 
their children are permitted to do about 
as they please, and study when and 
what they like. Thus they unwittingly 
injure their chances’ for the future. 
Before it is too late many discover the 
mistake and send to the public school, 
where then are treated just as they de- 
serve to be, regardiess of the homes 
from which they come. This is certainly 
the best preparation for life. 
GROWING INTEREST IN CHILD- 


TRAINING, 


For ny years conscientious par- 
ents nave been deeply interested in the 
care of tileir infant children, that they 
might de kept alive. Systematic care of 
one’s own children, after the period of 
infancy, that they may learn to lve 
propertly, is the product of the last 
century. It is only beginning to occupy 
the prominent place, in the interests 
of all, to which it is justly entitled. Is 
it not time that each of us determined 
— devote more thought to this prob- 
em? 

It is encouraging to note that, on 
all sides, interested parents are looking 
for suggestions to help them before it 
is too late. These talks are prepared 
for just such parents. The effort will 
be made to help them by practical sug- 
gestions upon many topics.

Ominous for Morocco. 

Although velled in somewhat am- 
biguous language, the announcement 
that France is making certain mili- 
tury preparations in the extreme touth- 
west of Algeria unquestionably fore~ 
shadowe operations on a large scale 
egainst the nomadic tribes which wan- 
der along the Saharan limits of Mo- 
rocco. It is not surprising that France 
Ceeides to take action. The tribes, um 
taught by the bombardment of Figuig, 
have made séveral attacks recently on 
small French forces’ and fave caused 
them relatively heavy loss. 

Yet one is far from, affirming the 
iribesamen are not the victims of cir- 
cumstances. France and Southern Mo- 
rocco have a boundary marked only 
by tribal @ccupation, which is often 
cf the filmsiest kind, and with the 
Trench adopting a forward policy— 
precisely akin to that followed by wus 
en the northwest frontier of India— 
and the tribes being of a singularly 
pugnacious disposition incessant trou- 
bie is natural. 

As matters stand any operations 
must this time, after chasticeement of 
the tribes, advance the French frontier 
at the expense of Morocco, whose im- 
potence to preserve order is painfully 
apparent and beyond question. The 
sole question will be as to how far 
the Moorish boundary will be pushed 
back. This is indeed the only form 
of r paration possible. Morocco is ut- 
rterly destitute of money—a_ rather 
raive attempt to float a loan is now 
teing made in London and elsewhere 
—territory she has and connot control. 
Hence the expected will happen. But 
5 protectorate over Morocco—pace M. 
Jaures—is a very different thing. There 
are quite enough thorny international 
probiems facing Europe now, without 
any unnecessary addition.—{Loncéon 
Mall.

They will disappear when 
the owners are read~ to live on the 
lots. The city is responsible for the 
accumulation of rubbish on certain 
lots. Its Council megiected to force 
the garbage. contractors to take it 
until recentif¥. Consequently the city 

t to remove it at its pense. 
Most of the vacant lot owners regu- 
larly pay taxes without enjoying the 
privileges they are taxed for, owing 
to their abgence from the city. Why 
should the city not look after their 
property in return instead of cari 
all the time for its high-saldried office 
holders? * 

It is the exorbitant prices and not 
the sight of weeds and rubbish that 
drive away buyers. They naturally 
make an excuse for not buying by 
pointing out disagreeable things on 
the lots. 

“The best thing the Realty Board 
can do is to refuse to sell lots cov- 
ered with weeds or rubbish or both. 
Then the anxious owners will do the 
cleaning themselves to please their 
agents. | 

“The motive for writing this is that 
I fear that any unreasonable or 
unjust _ordinance might kin the 
healthy boom.“ 

There does not seem to be much 
point to this correspondent's argu- 
ment. His statement “that most of 
the lots covered with wee are owned 
by members of 9 Realty Board 
seems to be difficult of credence. How 
does he know? Probably he means 
that most of the lots covered with 
weeds on them have boards announc- 
ing that they are in the hands of 
members of the Realty Board 
for sale. This is quite another thing. 
A real estate agent can scarcely be 
expected to clean up all the lots that 
are placed in his hands

BUILT OF BRICK. 
DWELLINGS AND FLATS. 
As the city grows, the gradual expan- 
sion of the “fire limits” will necessar- 
ily increase the proportion of buildings 
that must be built of brick. But. in ad- 
dition to that, the desire for greater 
permanency and greater stability in 


becomes more marked as the city be- 
comes larger, is causing considerable 
inquiry to be made as to the relative 


vestigation of this subject seems to 
show that the first cost of brick build- 


the character of all buildings, which 


Ings is greater than that of frame 


buildings of similar size, but that there 
are other points of advantage possessed 
by brick structures which may make 
them, in some cases, more desirable 
than those of the other class, and also 
somewhat cheaper in the long run. 

Much room for individual preference 
is, of course, left open, and many will 
doubtless continue to prefer the use 
of lumber, especially for cottages and 
the m moderate-priced dwellings, 
but for dwellings involving a greater 
outiay. the advantages which can be 
gained from the use of brick as a 
butiding material will naturally at- 
tract the attention of an increasing 
number of pepple, and an enlargement 
of the number of brick buildings even 
in portions of the city outside the fire 
district, can reasonably be expected. 

In this connection the fact may be 
noted that the brick used for build- 
ing purposes in this city are generally 
supplied by home companies, and if an 
ingrease is made in the amount of brick 
used it will not be followed by an in- 
crease in the amount of money sent to 
outside localities for building material. 
RESIDENCE OF J. M. WADSWORTH 

A victure appears elsewhere in this 
review ofa nine-room two-story brick 
dwelling that was recently erected for 
J. M. Wadeworth, at No. 3014 Foster 
street, under the supervision of Arch- 
itects Morgan & Walls. It is a very 
substantial structure, concerning which 
the supervising architects say: ‘The 
outside walls are of common, hard, red 
brick, laid with a broad, flat joint, in 
colored mortar, and are devoid of or- 
nament, except the veranda piers and 
the corbeled string course across the 
front at the level of the second story. 
Thus treated an effect of quiet sim- 
plicity and dignity is obtained that is 
not possible with the usual wall cov- 
ering of redwood boards and shingles. | 
Another feature of this construction is 
that the walls are provided with a 
hollow space. The exterior wall really 
an outer wall 
and a lining wali, separated by an air 
space of four Inches. The inner wall is 
at all times kept free from molsture by 
the currents of air in the hollow space. 
As regards the cost of construction, i+ 
is somewhat greater than that of houses 
built of wood, being about 10 per cent. 
more in this case, but buildings of 
this kind have the advantage of be- 
ing more durable than wooden struc- 
tures, and they do not require a coat 
of paint every few years. The owner, 
is. enthusiastic in his preference for 
brick residences, and believes that in 
the long run they are cheaper than 
those of lumber. The house shown in 
the sketch cost about $3250." | 

In the case of apartment houses the 
relative diperence in the cost seems 
less than in that of dwellings. 

THE TIFFIN FLATS. 


4 sketch is also presented in this 
review of a twenty-two-room two- 
stery brick apartment house that is 
being finished for Dr. W. W. Tiffin, un- 
der the supervision of Architect R. B. 
Young, on the east side of St. Paul 
street, about 150 feet north of Orange 
street. In its exterior dimensions the 
house is 48x64 feet. Its front is of 
gray pressed brick, and its sides of | 
common red brick that were manu- 
factured expressly for this building.

WILL NOT BE HAPPY. 


Situation at Ne “Reservation is 
Strange and Complicated, but. Not 
Desperate—Delayed Wages Cause 
of Unrest—Land is Rich. 


OWN in a great earthen bowl. 
decorated within with a limpid 
river of copse-grown banks, that 
descends from its sunrise to its sunset 
rim, and an ancient, soft-hued Fran- 
ciscan mission,: whose bells hang in 
such eloquent outline in their lone 
tower that they may be heard without 
sounding, and gray old olive groves, is 


the unhappiest community of a conti- 


nent. 

It's people are unhappy because they 
will not be happy. They are the much- 
discussed, often maligned, sometimes 
overpitied Indians who were carted 
over the hills last May from their be- 
loved settlements on Warner's ranch, 
and set down on new ground, to begin 
life over again, where the white man 
chose. 

Over the mountains from Pala there 
have come rumors of wars, but in Pala 
itself there is nothing sensational. 
There exists the most complicated sin- 
gle Indian situation in the United 
States, — no scalps have yet been 
endanger :

But this de- 
lay, which probably 
import in Washington, strained a ael- 
icate situation at Fala. 

When Agent Shell took hold about 
three weeks ago be realized the dim 
culties of the sitwation, and hag been 
making strenuoug appeal to the de- 
partment. The department finally 
authorized the employment of Indi- 
ans at $1.50 a day only for such work 
as is abeahutely necessary, which 
consists principally in the harvesting 
of such volunteer crops as have 
fruited on the reservation. : 

With this turn of affairs the people 
have come face to face with a short- 
age in their packets and a year of no 
crops, for the land has not yet been 
allotted them in severalty, and al- 
ready it is almost the season to sow.

THE AGENT'S TROUBLES. 

The government has sent an irriga- 
tion expert out from -Washington to 
superintend the construction of an 
irrigation system for the reservatioh, 
including a canal two and a half 
miles long, cemented, with lateral 
ditches; but the Indians won't work 
on it, though he offers them a wage 
of $1.50 a day; and Expert George 
Butler has referred the situation to 
the depertment, while he camps be- 
low the village in the willows of the 
San Luis Rey, waiting for something 
to happen. The Indians said their 
captain—then Cibimooat, ousted last 
week—ordered that none should work 
on the ditch unless every mother’s son 
in the community, lame, halt and 
blirid, should be paid $1.50 a day 
while the work progressed.

Some of them have run their 
‘credit beyond the amount. of their 
wages, and all are fretting to sow crops 
that they may reap absolution from

store bills, for these people abhor debt, 
just as they look for other people to 
square debts with them without unnec- 
essary delay. They are quick to appre- 
ciate trust, and while they were for 
hanging Salmons when they arrived in 
Pala in their u mood in May, be- 
cause they didn’t want a white man on 
the reservation, they now swear by him 
to the last man. 2 

| “The worst things possible, the things 
I dread the most,” said Agent Shell, 
“are either a year of community farm- 
ing, or recourse to the ration system to 
carry the people through the winter. 
The former will have to come unless the 
lands are allotted soon, and as there 
are only five allotting agents in the de- 
partment, it may be some time before 
one is free to take up the task here; 
but the latter contingency must be 
avoided, if possible, and I intend to 
bend every effort toward getting ap- 
propriations through the winter for 
wages, mat the men may be kept at 


work. 

His requests have already deen 
granted to the amount of $1300. Mr. 
Shell was appointed to his present pos!- 
tion from the superintendency of the 
government school at Greenville, in the 
northern part of California, and al- 
though this is his first reservation 
charge, he appears to have the difficult 
situation in hand, to sympathetic, 
though firm, and to be imbued with the 
all-important fact that the unhappy In- 
dians must be led, not driven, forward. 

SOME AMUSING CLAIMS. 


While the Indians have their just 
grievances as matters now stand, they 
also are vexing to those who have their 
welfare in hand, and. unreasonable in 
many of their demands. From what 
ean be learned at the “seat of war,“ the 
government representative, or repre- 
sentatives, who had charge of the re- 
moval from Agua Caliente sought to 
placate the unwilling band with prom- 
ises difficult of fulfillment, to say the 
least. It is probable that some of these 
have grown considerably in the im- 
aginations of the nakives, while others 
have been entirely built from whole 
cloth, so that a list, of the things which 
the Indians claim are coming to 
them, and which they assert, often ar- 
rogantly, that they must have, becomes 
really amusing. 

One of ther amusing claims is that 
they were promised, as on offset to the 
loss of the convenient and medicinal 
hot springs of their former village, a

ome three weeks ago the people 
of the little village of San Felipe, over 
by the desert, were torm up by the 
roots, too, and transplanted to Pala. 
They ‘are squatted on the western 
edge of the reservation, out of sight 
of the larger settlement, under brush 
and canvas, like the rest. They didn’t 
want to come—just sat down and hung 
tight to the hills they loved; but 
axes were laid to such doors as were 
barricaded, including that of Capt. 
Chapule, who chanced to be absent; 
and the thirty-one human captives, 
with their bleating herd of sixty-one 
goats—the entire wealth of the ham-. 
let—were added to the sadness at Pala. 
They have proved tractable and will- 
ing to work. 

“Anybody who says this is not good. 
land for these Indians does not know 
what he is talking about,” said Agent 
Shell last week. The great thing 
now is to allot the land, and get them 
started along their old ways. I be- 
lieve that after these people are given 
a start with one year’s crops, they 
should be left alone as much as pos- 
sible, to work out their own destiny. 
That is what they want; they are not 
people who can be dictated to, or who

Lines to be Drawn Soon on Question

the International Convention 
of Electrical Workers was called at 
Salt Lake City, the question of tne 
trie against the telephone company 
was leoked into, with the result that 
th ve of the shrewdest men in the or- 
ganization were sent to San Francisco 
o ..ake a personal investigation, and 
arp to bring about a settlement. These 
men arrived about a week ago, and it 
took them just twenty-four hours to 
reach the conclusion that the strikers 
were not only in the wrong, but that 
there was no possibility of their mak- 
ing the company come to terms. The 
committee then called on President 
Sabin, and after an hour’s talk with 
him went back to headquarters and 
announced that the strike would have 


p to be called off. They declared that 


Sabin was one of the fairest men they 
had ever met, and that the strike was 
wrong and ill advised. | 

The company made no terms what- 
ever. No promises were made except 
that there would be no didcrimination 
against a man because he belonged to 
a union. If he was needed he would

the preference. 

It is a clear case of defeat for the 
union, and there is nothing to soften 
the blow. The men who have been on 
strike have lost fourteen weeks’ time 
already and have to take their chances 
of getting a job again. This is the 
plain truth of the settlement on “terms 
satisfactory to the union,“ but those 
newspapers which still have the fear 
of unionism in their hearts have given 
out reports that indicate a wholesale 


| surrender on the part of the telephone 
| company. Such is the ignorance of the 


average union man that he believes 
in the success of the strike, and thinks 
that unionism has achieved another 
victory. 

Now the members of the union who 
have been working as non-union men 
at Los Angeles and other cities may 
return to San Francisco, and those 
who have been doing the same thing 
here may return to their former homes. 
There they will tell how they beat the 
company and compelled it to come to 
terms, but it will be a long time before 
the linemen of the Pacific Coast will 
go on another strike. 

RAILROAD FARCE. 

This is the second strike which has 
been settled on “terms satisfactory to 
the union” within a week. It is given 
out in labor circles that the strike on 
the California Northwestern Rallroad 
has also been settled on those terms. 
When the announcement is made in 
labor councils the dupes cheer and 
continue to curse the grinding capital- 
ists who make them work for a liv- 
ing. The queer thing about this latter 
strike is that the men seem to think 
they have won their contention and 
have forced the railroad company to 
come to terms. The fact of the matter 
is that there has been no settlement 
of the strike at all, but the men have 
crawled back as individuals and asked 
for jobs, which have been given them 
whenever an opportunity offered. 

The railroad has not made the slight- 
est concession to the strikers, and has 
not receded an inch from its an- 
nounced position at the beginning of 
the trouble. It has never conceded the 
fact that there was a strike on its 
road. The officials have said that a 
number of the men quit and the op- 
erations of the read have not been in 
terfered with. 

The man over whom the trouble de- 
gan has not been taken back, and will 
never get another job on the Califor- 
nia Northwestern Rallroad. The places 
of many of the strikers who went out 
to force the road to let somebody else 
do its management, have been filled. 
and there will be no discharges of men 
who stood by the company. When the 
men walked out their places were im- 
mediately filled, and there was no in- 
terference with the road. In fact. 
President Foster expressed himself 
with being pleased with the strike, for 
it relleved him of the necessity of dis- 
charging men in order to cut down 
expenses. 

Notwithstanding the fact that all 
this is patent to anyone who has the 
slightest modicum of brains, if you will 
go among the unionists you will be 
gravely told that the unions have 
made the California Northwestern 
come to time. Were it not for such 
crass ignorance on the part of union- 
ists, the leaders would be hunting 
honest livings, instead of stirring up 
strife in order to line their pockets 
with donations to strikers. The 
grumbling of the men who have been 
left out in the cold by these victories 
are never heard, for the leaders tell 
them that some must suffer for the 
good of the mass. The families of the 
unfortunate ones may starve, but un- 
ion labor must have its victories. 

EXPRESS STRATEGY. 

The Express Auxiliary, which held a 
meeting a week ago to decide on fu- 
ture action, is evidently preparing for 
a strike. It has aimed a deathblow at 
the company and struck it in its most 
vital part. The Auxiliary has induced 
the young woman who manipulates 
the telephone exchange in the Express 
company's to join the organiza- 
tion. This is the first instance in tne 
history of the auxiliary where a 
woman has been taken into the order, 
but according to the wise ones who 
head this erganization, the telephone

for the poor man to go to make his 
fortune and to secure a position in an 
ideal colony, where laws are all just 
and discrimination between the rich 
and the poor unknown. Recent ro- 
ports from Australia indicate that con- 
ditions there have changed greatly 
within the last few vears, 


and , that 
many of the Socialistic experiments 


tried by the provincial lawmakers 
have resulted most disastrovsty. 
Current new from Australia 
are filled with lamentations over the 
decrease of the population in nearly 
evéry part of the country. It is shown 
that the emigration from Victoria 
alone, for the first six ‘months of the 
present year, was 174 persons,

ing Australia to seek their homes in 
other countries. Many of them have 
gone to South Africa, while thousands 
are seeking homes cnd employment in 
the United States.

the basson; Mrs. Elliott, Miss Neldert 
and Miss Call, the last named the 
daughter of United States Senator Call. 
The opera was a great success, and re- 
ceived flattering notices from all the 
critics. Gasten Sergeant was formerly 
a member of Leslie Carter’g company. 
In addition to the art of giving 
libraries, Carnegie has added the more 
plausible one of giving a theater to 
Dumferline, the city of his birth.

Action was degun September 29 in the 
United States Circult Court by counsel 
for Frau Cosima Wagner. and her son, 
to prevent the production of Parsifal“ 
in New York by Heinrich Conried.

They were’ vested, 
it is asserted, “with the title to all the 
musical compositions and operas of 
Richard Wagner, and are now the sole 
and exclusive owners and proprietors 
thereof, and as such have a right to 
determine when and where the same 
Shall be performed.” It is set forth 
that it was Richard Wagner's wish 
that, because of its religious and spir- 
itual usture Parsifal“ should not be 
subjected to pecuniary transactions, 
and should be performed nowhere out- 
side of Beyreuth.

There have been repeated reports of 
a reconciliation between Hohengzollerns 
and Hanoverlans during the last few 
years, and Emperor Francis J 
has done his best to brinf 
Hitherto such a reconciliation has not 
taken place, so that the Crown Prince 
and Princess Alexandra have never 
geen each other.

The hired man growls about the 
weather, the grub, the beds and every- 
thing else with which he comes in 
contact. Most of his growling is of 
the harmless variety, but he has al- 
Ways esteemed the right to growl an 
But the “new, im- 
proved, growl-less variety,” as the 
Massachusetts farmers are calling the 
Italian woman, takes all that comes to 
her with a bovine sort of calm, and 
with smiles instead of the particular 
black sort of scowls that have charac- 
terized the features of the discontented 
hired man. | 

Any Massuchusetts farmer will tell 
the inquirer that for years the hired 
man has been growing scarcer. Most 
laboring men prefer cities, and in these 
days most men of a fair amount of 
wit have a trade. 

So it has at last got to the pinch 
where the average laborer takes a job 
on @ farm only when he can get noth- 
ing else to do, and is always on the 
lookout for a place somewhere in town. 
It is thus that the Italian woman sub- 
stitute for the Yankee hired man has 
come into her place. 

Last year several market gardeners 
catering for the Boston trade saw reg- 
ularly on their trips to Faneul! Hall 
market Italian women trudging 
through the streets of the North End, 
bearing burdens on their heads that 
would stagger a donkey. Some of these 
were carrying away from places where 
building was going on huge bundles 
of lumber ends, that the contractors 
had allowed them to pick up. 

“They're certainly good and. rugged,” 
Suggested one farmer to his neighbor. 
“If they can play truck horse, I rekin 
they can pull weeds and hoe without 
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a pink sunshade and feed em ice cream 
sody.” 


Not long after that several farmers 
who have places near Boston hired a 
few Italian women, and put them at 
work in their gardens. One of these 
men, who does a big business in gar- 
den truck and needs considerable help, 
says: 

“I wouldn't have the old-fashioned | 
hired man around now if 1 could get 
him thirteen to a dozen, packed in a 
crate.. Those women stick right to their 
business, don't have to be pried up ev- 
ery morning, and most of all, are care- 
ful and not wasteful. That counts for 
a great deal in market gardening, I tell 
you. They do all the work that the 
ordinary hired man can do,. They help 
plow, they hoe, they w they cul- 
tivate, they pick vegeta and get — 
them ready for market —and in that 
last work they can beat any man that 
ever pulled beans. I know of a hun- 
dred around my place in less than a 
square ‘mile of territory, and next 
year there'll be still more of them. I 
know for a fact that just as fast as 
the Massachusetts farmers are able to 
stock up on ‘em those women are tak- 
ing the places of men.”

McKenzie, Who Urges Relief. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
TACOMA (Wash.) Oct. 8.—Because 
the United States government has done 
nothing to aid them, and because ad- 
“vancing civilization has deprived them |. 
of their former means of subsistence 


on game and fish, the Indians of Cen- 


tral and Northern Alaska are dying of 
starvation. This startling fact is made 
public by D. McKenzie, United 
States Court Commissioner at Coldfoot, 
Koyukuk district, the most northerly 
mining camp in the world. Commis- 
sioner McKenzie urges the bullding of 
wagon roads, material help for the na- 
tives, the distribution of reindeer to the 
Indians and Eskimos and the establish- 
ment of better facilities for reaching 


courts. Speaking of the natives living 
in Central Alaska above the Yukon, 
McKenzie says: 

The habits of these Indians are 
good— they neither drink whisky, use 
tohacco, Iie nor steal. These Kobucks 
could be made useful. Three years ago 
they were starving and dying like flies. 
I reported the situation to St. Michael, 
but the government, which was bound 
by the terms of its Alaska purchase to 
protect them, made no proyision for 
helping the people. 

“While traveling down the Koyukuk 
he passed whole families of Indiang 
‘sitting in front of their tents with 
nothing to eat. They asked if we had 
medicine, and when he said ‘No,’ they 
pitifully said: Too, bad; then Indian 
must die.“ We could do nothing for 
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them. Reindeer seem the most prac- 
tical means of helping the natives. The 
Indians should also ve some one to 
teach them how to raise vegetables. 
Even as far north as we were all kinds 
of vegetables can be raised. I have 
successfully operated two gardens my- 
self, sixty-five miles north of the Arc- 
tic Circle.” 

McKenzie believes the government 
should appoint a commission to govern 
Northern Alaska, the same as the Phil- 
ippines are governed, giving Southeast- 
ern Alaska its own government if 
found desirable.

There is one such association which ships nearly all 
the butter made in Denmark to London. 


Indeed, Denmark is the dairy farm of London, and 
nearly all of its dairy work is by cooperation. The first 
cooperative dairy was begun in 1882. There are now 
more than a thousand such dairies, which use annually 
almost four billion pounds of milk and make more than 
$35,000,000 worth of butter. These dairies were erected 
and put into operation at a cost of about $7,000,000, the 
cost of each dairy varying from $2000 to $10,000. The 
stockholders are farmers, and they number about 150,009. 
In such dairies 130,000,000 pounds of butter are made an- 
nually. 

Denmark’s Butter Trust. 


This combination might be called a butter trust. It is 
so, but the farmers are the stockholders, and the money 
goes back to the people. Years ago they made their 
butter as we do, and the Danish butter commanded the 
lowest prices. Then these codperative dairies were 
started on borrowed capital guaranteed by the farmers. 
Every man agreed to turn in all his milk to the com- 
pany, and to let it handle the product. The result was 
that better butter was made and shipped to England and 
elsewhere. It at once began to make a reputation. It 
improved, and now it is the best butter in the market. 

The companies buy feed in quantities and sell it out at 
reduced rates to their members, taking their pay out of 
the milk receipts. Machin®ry is bought in the same way, 
and the associations work generally for the good of their 
stockholders. Settlements are made weekly or monthly, 
the coéperative society holding back a certain amount 
of its receipts for a sinking fund to pay off its debts. 
It also puts a part of its surplus into a savings bank and 
loans it out to the members of the association at low 
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sumers.

Denmark’s Egg Society. 


The chicken raisers have also their combination. 
There are something like 25,000 Danish men and women 
who raise fowls who have joined together to get a good 
price for their eggs and chickens. They have their own 
egg collectors, who go from farm to farm and take the 
eggs to the factories or packing houses, whence they 
are tested and shipped off to London and other markets. 

Every farmer is responsible for his own eggs. He has 
to stamp them with his initials, and if a bad egg is 
allowed to get in he is fined. As the eggs come into 
the packing-house they are tested by being placed on a 
frame of netting, which is held over an electric light. 
The light will hine through those that are the least bit 
bad. Every dark egg is taken out. Its sender is known 
by the initials upon its and he is fined at the rate of 5 
kronen, or $1.25 for every bad egg. As a result there are 
few bad eggs in the Danish packing bouses. 

After this the eggs are sorted according to sizes. They 
are sold by weight rather than by the dozen, the packers 
- guaranteeing so many pounds to the dozen up to a cer- 
tain amount. If simijiar care could be used by our 
chicken raisers, our helpful hen would become more 
helpful than ever. | 

The Danes have also coéperative bacon associations. 
The men who raise hogs combine together to sell their 
product. Thoy have their own Ways of feeding and their 
pork brings a higher price than ours in the markets of 
Europe. The best hogs ere produced by feeding them 
American corn until about three weeks before killing. 
During these three weeks they are fed on barley, skim 
milk and buttermilk. Last year Denmark exported 
horses, cattle and pork to the value of $25,000,000, and 
butter to the amount of $35,000,000, so you see she does 
a big agricultural business. 

Our consul here speaks highly of the 


Danes as con- 
He says they know a good thing when they see 
it, and have the money to pay for it. He says the de- 
mand for American shoes is increasing and goes on as 
follows: 

“Danish business men write their letters on American 
typewriters. They count their money on American cash 
registers; they like the American bicycle and are now 
buying American automobiles. ln short, American 
goods of every description, if reliable and up to date, 
will find a ready sale here.” N 


The Best Educated People of Europe. 


Copenhagen is noted for its educational institutions, 
art galleries and museums. The Danes are about the 
best educated people of Europe. They have had a com- 
pulsory system of education since 1814, and one rarely 
finds a man or woman who cannot read and write. 
There are public schoois and all sorts of technical 
_ schools everywhere. There are schools for dairy men, 
schools for farmers, for beer makers, and for everything 
under the sun. 3

I noticed several American products among the things 
loading and unloading. American cotton, petroleum and 
Indian corn were being taken out of vessels from New 
York, and also Minneapolis flour and Chicago pork. 
There were many steamers in the harbor; several from 
Russia, two from Norway and Sweden, three from Eng- 
land and an equal number from Germany. There were 
ships from the West Indies and South America, and also 
one about starting out for Greenland. 


The Danes in Greenland. 


There is considerable trade between Greenland and 
Denmark. Greenland is largely a Danish colony, and 
there are many Danes in Iceland and the Faroe Islands. 
The Greenland colonies are chiefly on the west coast, 
extending through about 12 degrees of latitude, or some- 
thing like seven hundred miles. They have also a mis- 
sion and trading station, and do a considerable export 
business. * 

Tue trade is largely in the hands of the Danish Royal 
Greenland Company. It is monopolized by the state, 
and only government vessels are allowed to sail in 
Greenland waters. According to Denmark's treaties 
with us the British and other people, these waters are 
closed to all veesels which have not the permission of 
the Danish government, and it is also necessary for 
travelers who wish to go to that part of the country to 
get such permission.. Without a traveler has such per- 
mission he canmot enter, and this permission is not 
granted without the person who asks for it is backed by 
his own government. 0 

This is done in order to protect the natives from un- 
scrupulous traders. The government will not allow the 
natives to sell more than they can dispense with lest 
they be starved in the winter. They wii! not sell them 
intoxicating liquors, and they are really doing what they 
can to elevate their condition. ape 1 

The exports from Denmark to Greenland are chiefly 
provisions, firearms, dry goods, hardware, tools and im- 
plements. They send some tobacco, rope and wooden 
goods. Their imports are seal oi!, sealskins, bear and 
foxskins and elderdown. About 30,000 sealskins are 
sent from that island to Denmark every year, and also 
those of the polar bear and of the blue and white fox. 
The eiderdown is brought as it comes from the nests 
of the eider duck. It is here cleansed and prepared for 
the market.

soon developed into a great sculptor, and as such did 
more work perhaps than any other of his kind. In this 
one museum there are eighty statues, 130 busts, three 
large friezes and 240 reliefs in marble. His works are 
of wonderful beauty, and they are famous all the world 
over. Among the objects is a model of the Swiss lion, 
| which he carved out of the rock at Lucerne in memory 
_ Of the Swiss guards’ defense of the Tuilleries. 

Another great man of Copenhagen was Hans Christian 
Andersen, the writer of the fairy stories. There is a 
monument to him here in the heart of the city’ on one 
side of the pedestal of which is engraved a picture from 
the “Ugly Duchling,” and on another side a little child 
riding on the back of a stork. 

Andersen was born in the little Danish town of Odense 
His father was a shoemaker, and his mother wanted to 
make her boy a tailor. Young Hans, however, had a 
bookish bent, and his ambition was to become famous by 
writing. He left home with $5 in his pocket, and with 
that as a start worked his way through school in Co- 
penhagen. He had some talent for singing, and hoped 
to make a place for himself on the stage. He tried for 
one of the theaters of Copenhagen, but was rejected. 
His talent was brought to the notice of the King. and 
through him he was placed in an advanced school at 
public expense. Later onhis poems and stories became 
noted, and during his latter years he received an annu- 
ity from the Danish government. The people here are 
very proud of him, and they tell many stories of his 
simplicity and kindness. 

Copenhagen s Free Harbor. 


I came down the Kattegat on my way from Christiania 
to Copenhagen, passing Elsinore, where Shakespeare has 
laid the scenes of Hamlet. Copenhagen lies on the nar- 
row strait leading from the Baltic Sea out through the 
Kattegat and Skagerrak to the German ocean. It has 
a fine harbor, and this has made it one of the most im- 
portant cities of northern Europe. It commands the 
straits, and has always been a great meeting place.

Our 
progress was naturally slow, on account of growing 
fatigue and hunger—it was now past the middle of the 
forenoon. Moreover, we were occasionally halted while the 
bolomen went forward to chop away some dense growth 
of rope-like vines from the celdom-traveled trail. Yet 
we would have lingered still more, so interested were 
we in the beauty and Strangeness of the plant life on 
every hand. There were ferns of many curious forms; 
some humble, yet graceful ones, that, matted together, 
made a velvety carpet over which we passed with noise- 
less, almost reverent tread; others whose tapering leaves 
spread more than two feet at the base and. reached 
high above our heads. Then there was a kind of para- 
site fern, with round, hairy, stem, which wound its way 
as a vine up the tree trunks, its tendrils clinging tight 
=s ivy. In every direction we could see varieties of 
the orchid on trees whose mossy limbs appeared to 
have been adorned by some gardener, so gracefully were 
they decked with these beautiful hanging plants. One of 
our boys climbed a tree and chopped away with his bolo. 
Soon we were the proud possessors of an orchid whosé 
klossy, sword-like streamers average three feet in 
length as they spread out quite symmetrically from the 
center. We shall hang it in our window at Batangas, a 
charming trophy of the first American lady to climb to 
Macolod’s summit. 

We cut a number of fine rattan canes, but this wood 
is in such general use among the natives that it is becom- 
ing scarce in these parts. Also most of the choicer trees 
have been hunted out and cut. Hence Mt. Macolod re- 
mains a treasure house for the firewood merchant, the 
hunter, the charcoal burner—and the tourist, especially 
if the latter be interested in botany. Days of enthusi- 
astic study, gladdened by hundreds of rare finds, might 
de spent in sight of one’s tent pitched in the twilight 
of this grand conservatory of nature's curios. 

We were somewhat disappointed at not finding any 
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or eight inches in diameter, which extends its python 
form up among the tops of its more stalwart neighbors 
Its leaves resemble those of the acacia. The reddish, 
net-like inner bark of this tree bas a saponaceous qual- 
ity, and yields a good lather when used as soap. The 
natives all over southern Luzon use “gogo” bark to 
scrub themselvee when bathing, and we Americans have 
experienced its good qualities as a shampoo. The most 
curious product of this tree is its huge, wood-like pod, 
often two feet in length, and generally three or four 
inches wide, in which are found beans, or peas, the 
size and appearance of a small brown door knob, highly 
polished. These seeds contain in a higher degree the 
soapy quality of the bark, and when crushed form the 
principal ingredient of a purgative in common use 
among the Filipinos. We saw many varieties of lily 
resembling the calla species, one with a darkly mottled 
stalk, which we brought home, though we are in doubt 
whether we can make it live away from its native soil. 
None of the plants were in bloom, but we dug up sev- 
eral bulbs to try our luck in taming these forest beauties. 
We had been told that we should see numbers of wild 
chickens, the “labuyo,” whose ancestors escaped from the 
mountain farmers, along with the progenitors of the wild 
pig, whose fresh wallowing places we found, but who 
kept warily out of sight, though our old guide affirms 
that he saw a pig just as he reached the summit. The 
freshiy-rooted ground by the trail gave us reason to be- 
lieve him, but was little satisfaction for our hunter's 
ardor. On the whole, the absence of animal life in such 
wild surroundings was to us very strange; yet we found 
what we sought in rare scenery, and the charm of 
tropical flora; while the warbling of birds hidden among 
dense treetops was a more fitting accompaniment to the

There it was 
true that the enchanted vision born of distance and 
lofty position would often fade into the scene of every 
day commonplace toil; yet the memories of this and 
many other high view points could never be lost. 

So we slid, climbed, swung ourselves down by. the 
friendly branches, into a deep gorge, which soon lost 
its wild appearance as we entered the shaded under- 
brush which was just whitening with the coffee blos- 
soms. Next came the cacao, and the hemp patches, 
where we saw the natives deftly drawing the hemp 
bark through his rude machine; twice the green strip is 
dragged under the bolo lashed to-a log, and he holds in 
his hands a beautiful glistening hank of the fiber which 
has made Manila world famed. But we hasten on, out 
of the groves and over the plowed fields, bearing our 
monster orchid, with our canes and bulbs, to the welcome 
shade of our summer home, in the quiet little pueblo 
guarded by Macolod’s giant form.

The Toothsome Cranberry 


THE HARVESTING SEASON 18 Now 
AT ITS FULL GLow. 


From a Special Correspondent. 
OODMANSIE (N. J.) Oct. 5.— Although we do not 
yegin to set our mouths for the toothsome cran- 
berry until Thanksgiving, just now the season 

for its harvesting is at its height. This great stretch of 
virgin forest hereabouts, covering nearly 1000 square 
miles, and known as the “Jersey pines,” was all but 
coomed to fall into innocuous desuetude two generations 
ago. About that time some thrifty agriculturists of the 
State conceived the notion of cultivating the wild cran- 


berry, which, long before the advent of the white man 


on our shores, had lain neglected in the cedar swamps 
of this region. The industry smoldered for some years, 
but now New Jersey can boast of half again the acreage 


in cranberry lands claimed by any other State in the 
Union. 


A Great Gamble. 


Cranberry culture is the greatest gamble in the entire 
fruit industry. In a successful year a good bog in this 
region often nets the grower 20 per cent. on his invest- 
ment. But the very next season he may lose his entire 
crop. There are several stealthy and potent enemies 
ever plotting to ambush him in the dark shadows of the 


surrounding fastness. The most formidable of these is 


Jack Frost. Wherever fall his hoary tracks the glisten- 
ing waxy fruit is blighted. And Dame Nature, as though 
designing to aid this destructive ogre, has so engineered 
matters that the cranberry does not blush into ripeness 
until just before the autumnal frosts. Hence armies 
of men, women and children are now invading this cen- 
ter of its cultivation, endeavoring to capture the precious 
fruit before it can fall into the clutches of the un- 
sparing foe. 

I have been inspecting five of the most flourishing 
cranberry bogs in the world. To the casual glance of 
the traveler, any of these would seem to be merely a 
broad, natura] meadow, drained with ditehes, the whole 
falling with a gentle decline toward a dam, with flood- 
I will state some details as to how nature was 
put in harness for the laying out of one of these great 
bogs. A thick, dense ceddr swamp was selected for the 
site by an ingenious grower. lle purchased the tract 
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at a mere song, then cut and marketed the cedar. ' To 
what remained he set fire, leaving a broad meadow 
studded with charred stumps. These, if left, would have 
deen obstacles to successful planting and harvesting. 
To pull or blast them out would have been a heavy ex- 
pense. The forest area, on all sides was a storehouse 
for water, and gentle brooklets trickled into the meadow 
from all sides. Across the end of the area toward which 
this water drained a-dike was built, with floodgates in 
the center. In the winter the gates were closed, and the 
cleared swamp flooded until the water reached the level 
of the stumps. ; 
inches thick had frozen fast to these obstructions. Then 
the water was raised beneath the vast cover of ice, which 
thus forced upward pulled the tightly-clutched stumps 
up with it, uprooting them so that they floated ashore 
at the first thaw. Thus cleared by such a simple yet 
wholesale hydraulic system, the bog was next leveled, 
ditched, drained and made ready for the planting, which 
process need only occur once in a favorable region 
like. this.

A new bog, like the one in question, is almost alwaye

established by planting cuttings. Portions of shoots ten 
| to fifteen inches long, and freshly cut from some mature 
-bog, are separated into wisps of from eight to fifteen 


separate stems. These wisps are placed in rows upon the 
sand. Women, paid 75 cents a day, walk over the rows 
and force each cutting into the sand with a wedge- 
shaped rod. A new bog thus planted will commence to 
yield well in four or five years. It will never die out if 
properly cleaned and protected. 

After the last picking, and throughout the weeks 
of autumn, winter and spring, in which frosts and freezes 
are likely to occur, each cranberry bog is kept flooded. 
The presence of the water not only protects the plants 
and fruit from the frost and ice, but in the spring retards 
the bloom until the danger of late frosts has passed. It 
also shields the plants against the depredations of cer 
tain insects, prevents blights and some injurious fun- 
gous diseases. But after the winter’s ice has adhered to 
the vines, any inflow of water which may raise its sur 
face will take the planta with it, and prove disastrous 
to the bog. Just now, in the picking season, the careful 
grower keeps his weather eye upon his thermometer, 
and should the mercury drop to a degree threatening 
frost, the floodgates of the bog are closed and a film 
of water made to creep up over the vines. Such flooding, 
of course, retards picking, and inasmuch as the harvest- 
ing is being pushed in order that every bit of fruit may 
ve gathered belore the seitied eeason of frost, there is

Sam Ward’s Recipe. 


Ir MADE TERRAPIN STEW FAMOUS, 
THE WORLD OVER. 


From a Special Correspondent. 
ASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—Terrabin time has come 
again. This delicacy of the rich and epicurean 
is becoming well-nigh extinct. Systematic cul- 
tivation alone has prevented the entire disappearance of 
the once numerous amphibians. 

Terrapin farming—that is, the “planting” of terrapin, 
as it would be known in oyster terminology—is not by 
any means new. About twenty-five years ago a man of 
the name of Dorlin established a terrapin pound just 
below Mobile, where he kept young terrapin for growth, 
and where he claimed to be also raising terrapin from 
the egg. The report of the fish commission, however, 
denies that he did any breeding. The Dorlin terrapin 
farm was destroyed by one of the terrific gulf storms. 
and was never reéstablished. : 

Every year there is a scare throughout the Eastern 
country, particularly in New York, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more and Wasbington, over the likelihood of the dis- 
appearance of terrapin. Last year the report was spread 
at the beginning of the fall and winter season, and the 
wealthy were obliged to pay enormous prices. They 
were the more anxious to have terrapin at any price, 
because dealers said that another winter might come and 
no terrapin be served. The report again went all over 
this section, late the past summer, when the farmers and 
fishermen of Maryland and Virginia were impounding 
terrapin for the coming winter trade. All along the 
shores of Chesapeake Bay supplies of terrapin are being 
collected for the market of the immediate future. There 
are laws against the impounding of terrapin, but they 
are ignored. 

Terrapin as Boarders. | 

Although there is no sale for terrapin until snow flies, 
which is about Christmas time, the farmers of the States 
contiguous to the bay are constantly on the lookout for 
stray terrapin, which they pick up and take home, where 
they hold them for the season. They do not fatten then:. 
On the contrary they seldom feed them. Terrapin hi- 
bernate. When they have had their spring or summer 
feed, they can be put in a pen or barn and left for two 
or three months. They will not die. A Baltimore dealer 
nailed one in a box and left him there for three months, 
at the end of which time he claimed that the captive 
weighed one ounce more than he did when he was im- 
prisoned. This story is one which is well verified, and 
there are other tales of terrapin longevity, which are 
regarded by some as of less credibility. Scientists all 
admit, however, that the terrapin is a hibernating am- 
phibian. 

In the neighborhood of Chincoteaque Island., near the 
eastern shore of Maryland, in the Chesapeake Bay, there 
are several houses where from 200 to 1000 terrapin are 
stored in straw, in good seasons. Whenever the owner 
wants to display them, he raps hard on the side of the 
house before opening the door. Each terrapin sticks his 
head out of the straw to see what the noise is about. 
They have very acute hearing, and manifest great curi- 
osity whenever any unusual noises are heard: Down 
South they are lured to destruction by this trait. A fish- 
erman rowing over the mud banks raps on the side of 
bis boat. Water carries the sound, and the terrapin 
come to the surface to see what made that noise, and 
the fisherman very promptly satisfies the curiosity of the 
inquirers. | 

The officials of the fish commission do not believe 
that the terrapin will become extinct so long as system- 
atic farming is carried on, but they believe that this in- 
dustry should be increased very largely. 


An Acquired Taste. 


Washington and Lafayette, Cornwallis and Tarleton 
knew the quality of terrapin stew, but they ate it some- 
times for want of something better, and not as a luxury. 
Terrapin stew was one of the hardships of their mili- 
tary environments occasionally. There was at one time 


a law in Maryland providing that a man should feed only | 


so much terrapin to his slaves, for even the slaves re- 
belled against such a diet. And, for that matter, no civ- 
ilized white man really likes terrapin when he first eats 
it, but acquires the taste because it is fashionable and 
expensive, and because everybody tells him what grand 
luxury. it will be when he becomes accustomed to it. 
All of which is true, for the taste, once acquired, is ever-

|terrapin because it was economical to do so. The crop 


‘was so valueless that they would not take the trouble to 
gather any more than was sufficient for the use of their 
own families during the season. Naturally they would 
expect their slaves to take the same kind of food, but 
the slaves were right out in open rebellion against ter- 
rapin. They were docile enough and endured all sorts 
of hardships and injustices, but when it came to terra- 
pin for a steady diet, they declared they could not stand 
it. Consequently a law was enacted limiting the ambunt 


of that sort of food for the slaves. But, beginning with 


terrapin for the sake of economy, the white folks ac- 


quired the taste. Senator John M. Clayton, of p 


ware, was very fond of terrapin. He usually bought an 
oxload of them for a dollar, and had them shoveled into 
his cellar like coals. His own people regarded his taste 
for terrapin as so peculiar that it became a tradition of 
his State until everybody began eating terrapin. 
Although the negroes,do not care for terrapin, they 
are great hunters and cooks of the toothsome amphib- 
ian. They liked nothing better than to get away from 


‘| plantation work and go hunting terrapin, and they are 


still so inclined. There was no commercial demand for 
terrapin, previous to 1850. The waters of Delaware, 
Maryland, Virginia, North Carolina and South Carolina 
fairly swarmed with them. They were unmolested except 
for home tables. But when the people of Northern 
States began to acquire the taste, the fishermen began 
bringing them to market. Then there was a system of 
Southern hospitality which was exceedingly shrewd. 
Relatives and other visitors from northern States were 
entertained lavishly, and they were given terrapin every- 
where. They were regaled with stories of how to make 
the stew, and had it dinned into their ears until they 
went back North talking terrapin and nothing else. 


Sam Ward's Recipe. 


Sam Ward, once known as the king of the lobby, was. 
successful in all his schemes before Congress primarily 
because he was such an unusualy extravagant enter- 
tainer. He studied al! of the epicurean artifices and was 
himself one of the best of cooks. His terrapin stew was 
famous, and he always either made it himself, or per- 
sonally supervised its making. Here is his recipe: 
“Immerse live terrapin in boiling water. Let it boil half 
an hour. Then take out, remove lower shell, carefully 
cutting out the meat. Take out gall bag without cut- 
ting or breaking, and throw away. Remove liver and 
cut into cubes. Remove meat from upper shell, disjoint _ 
and place in iron pot with the cubed liver and a pint of 
the liquor in which the terrapin was boiled. Watch 
Carefully, and cook until tender. Serve in a sauce made 
of two ounces Lest butter, a pinch of flour, half pint of 
cream, cayenne pepper and salt. On the bottom of each 
plate place a piece of bacon cooked crisp, so that it wil! 
easily break all to pieces.” 


It was with that recipe that Sam Ward captured the 
Prince of Wales; and, until this day, King Edward ha: 
his terrapin stews in season, made on Sam Ward's re- 
cipe. John Chamberlin, the famous restaurateur, until 
the day of his death, served terrapin to his distinguished 
guests, in the same way. After his withdrawal from 
earth scenes, John Chamberlin's world-famous place wa< 
closed because the rich and extravagant patrons of the 
place declared that they could ‘not get terrapin there, og 
other things, as Chamberlin had prepared them. 


Habit of Terrapin. 


Only in America can terrapin be found, principally 
from Long Island to Texas; although a few have beer 
taken on the Pacific Coast. The epicures give prefer 
ence to the terrapin of the northern waters, because they 
have more delicate flesh. That is because, in the north- 
ern waters, they develop less rapidly. The most pro- 
lific waters are those along the Virginia shore, just 
below the mouth of the Potomac River. The terrapin of 
the Maryland waters are finer than those of Virginia, 
and bring better prices on that account. But the Vir- 
ginian waters produce about two-thirds of all the terra- 
pin in the market. 

The diamond-back terrapin of Chesapeake Bay is the 
best of all, and therefore the most costly. The most 


desirable diamond-back is the six-inch fellow. After

The first night of our long drive out of the valley we 
spent at a tiny place (Domel) overhanging the deep 
and turbulent river Jehlum. It proved to be full to a 
room, and there was no other Dak bungalow within 
twelve miles. We were filled with despair for a moment, 
as it was dark by this timie, and twelve more miles after 
our drive of seventy-seven seemed quite too much. How- 
ever, our minds were relieved very soon, for two Eng- 
lishmen came forward and offered most kindly to give 
up one room to us, and share one between them for the 
night we were to be there, and we slept the sleep of the 
very tired. 

We waked early, to start at eight in order to do sixty- 
five miles to the large hill town of Murree. The 
day was uneventful, and we reached our destination 
at 4 o'clock, drove up to a hotel, and were promptly 
told that every room was full, inquired of other hotels, 
and were informed that not a room was to be had in 
the town unless there was one in the “Curzon Rest 
House. We sought that place at once, and found it 
to be a big barn-like place, with three rooms on the lower 
floor, entirely unfurnished, except for dirty-looking beds, 
and a number of small, unfurnished rooms on the 
upper floor. Such a dirty, horrible-looking place it 
had not before been our misfortune to come across, and 
we very reluctantly ordered our luggage into the dread- 
‘ful room. It seems that the building was hastily thrown 
up by the Dhanjibroys, proprietors of the tonga line to 
Rawal Pindi, and is usually occupied by tradesmen 
and natives, but it was the only place to be had in the 
whole town, alas! As the nearest hotel was nearly ten 
minutes walk from there, we went dinperless to bed, 
except for a few biscuits and a bit of cheese left from 
our frugal! tiffin, and only to lie awake all night, the prey 
of the worst of all insects. 

Murree is a military post built on the top and along 
the sides of a hill up nearly eight thousand feet, and is 
composed of one street of very up-to-date shops, several 
hotels, and a large number of villas, besides the cahton- 
ments. It is a very fashionable hill station, and always 
during the season more or !ess full, but at this time trebly 
so on account of the tremendous exodus from Kashmir, 
after the floods there. On the afternoon of the third day, 
after a twenty-five-mile drive in a severe dust storm, 
we arrived at the big station of Rawal Pindi, and half 
an hour later were in the train, surrounded by sour 
numerous bags and bundles, speeding away toward 
Pathankot. 

A sleepless night because of fleas and noise, a cup 
of very bad tea at 6:30 o'clock, a good deal of groaning 
and grumbling from us both, and we were landed at 
the station of Amritsar, the city of the “Golden Temple.” 
There, after a hasty and nasty breakfast and a long pow- 
wow with a young Eurasian station master as to the 
amount of luggage we could have with us in our com- 
partment, we boarded the train once more, and after a 
five hours’ craw], I should call it, through a flat country, 
covered with palms and ‘banana trees, and grain fields, 
we reached the pretty town of Pathankot.

“When,” we asked, “do you think it will be possible 
to get to Dalhousie?” 

“That, Mem Sahib, I can tell you not. One sahib ar- 
rived today at 4 in the mai! tonga, which ought to have 
been here at 3 of the night, and that sahib related that 
he and his servant the tonga had carried across half a 
mile of fallen earth.“ 

We were greatly interested in that sahib, who evi- 
dently had a picturesque imagination. A tonga weighs 
many tons, and for two men to carry it would be a 
sight worth seeing. 

What could we do? We were co anxious to reach ou 
journey’s end, so very tired, and we had heard that 
Pathankot was “feverish.” “If the Mem Sahibs will have 
the hospitality of this station and sleep themselves upon 
sofas in the waiting-room, their luggage shall accom- 
pany them into the room, and nothing shall they pay. 
If the mai! tonga fails not to come at 3 of the night, then 
the Mem Sahibs may easily start at 4 and reach 
Doneira at about 2 o’clock in that day.” 

The mem sahibs thanked the stately old person and 
went off to inspect the station waiting-rooms. In the 
first-class room we found a very stout Eurasian lady 
stretched upon two chairs, snoring loudly, the room 
hermetically sealed, and filled with such a dreadful 
„native“ smell that we fled in disorder. The second- 
class room proved clean and not impossible, and con- 
tained two chaises-longues, which looked comfortable 
enough, but as there was a continuous noise of hammer- 
ing in the station, and as the dignified old native gentle- 
man had told us that a train was due at 3:30 am., and 
we might be disturbed, we concluded to get two ekkas 
for our luggage and make for the Dak bungalow, a 
mile away. 

We had been very fortunate in having rain and cool 
weather, for it was the hottest season, and we might 
have had a very trying journey from the heat. We 
walked a sultry mile along a very muddy road, lined 
with trees, through the tiny native town, alive with 


babies and buffaloes, up a Hill and into the Dak bun- 


gaiow, which proved to be tne cleanest, most comtort- 


able and most picturesquely situated of any one we 


had ever come across. It was on the hl top, surrounded 
by palms, tree ferns and other tropical growths, wilh a 
distant view of the mountains, and a delicious sileaco 
about it, which made it restful indeed to us, tired as 
we were. As the moon was full, we hastened with our 
dinner and climbed up a picturesque outside stairway, 
built against the house like a flying buttress, and onto 
the flat mud roof, which was green with grass and small 
wild plants; and here and there gay with patches of a 
tiny crimson flower, of which we could not find out the 
name; and we sat up there in the moonlight and in 
perfect contentment until a raid 1 mosquitoes drove

HALL CAINE IN ICELAND. 
[Reykjavik correspondence London Mail, Aug. 27:] 


Hail Caine was present last night at the parlia- 


mentary dinner at the close of the session of the Althing 
as a guest of the Governor. He was introduced to the 
company as a distinguished ‘‘skald” (bard,) whose writ- 
ings were widely known and greatly admired in Iceland. 
Mr. Caine, who was very warmly received, referred 
to his relation to the Isle of Man, and to the island’s con- 
nection with Iceland, to which it owed its early settlers, 
its Constitution, its place and proper names, and said 
all Manxmen were Icelanders by blood, if not by birth. 

He had been interested, but not surprised, to find the 
legislative body of Iceland almost identical with that 
of Man, where the Lower and Upper Chambers con- 
sisted of the same number of members, with almost pre- 
cisely similar powers. The function he had witnessed in 
the Althing that day had been practically the same as 
that which was held on Tynwald on Midsummer Day. 

A year ago he had, with others, t'% honor of accom- 
panying King Edward over his little Norse dominion, 
and that evening in the parent dominion he had joined 
them in drinking the health of King Edward's father- 
in-law, the King of Denmark. , 

Mr. Caine referred to the new Icelandic Constitu- 
tion, and spoke in congratulatory terms of the splendid 
development of autonomy, contrasting Denmark's con- 
duct toward Iceland with Russia's conduct toward Fin- 
land. In conclusion he referred to Iceland’s needs as 
being a quicker steamship service or telegraphic com- 
munication, to make it popular_as a playground for 
English tourists. 

Mr. Caine has since gone on to Thingvalla, in 
the interior.

A MEXICAN LEGEND TO WHICH A 


SEQUEL HAS JUSRBEEN ADDED.

N the Santa Rita Mountains, near the lower Parapet 
range, there is a peculiar rock formation which at- 
tracts the attention of travelers. 

Where the dead alkali plain melts into the indetermi- 
nate horizon, and the Cordillera's low ranges fade from 
pine-clad slope to barren prairie, through a yawning gap 
is seen arising what once might have been a great obe- 
lisk of rock, but which is now cleft in twain from top 
to base as if split by a giant blow.

Now, far down beneath the surface of the ocean this 
wonderful newly-discovered light behaves in very much 
the same fashion. Indeed, it differs in but one partic- 
ular. The rays are practically invisible, except at the 
point upon which they are directed. A wonderful step 
in the game of war is the development of this new sub- 
marine searchlight, and yet it is only half of what the in- 
genious British inventors expect to accomplish. 

Torpedoes or submarines could be detected by the new 
light, but to destroy them would be a more difficult mat- 
ter. Something better than steel shells must be found 
to sink a lively little craft running along twenty or 
thirty feet under the surface of the water. 

This better plan has been hit on by following up 


the experiments of experts who have studied the possi- 


To some extent the principle of the X-rays is employed 


vinty of sending electric currents along: the track made 
by rays of light. Already they have succeeded in tele- 
phoning for a limited distance over a light-ray of great 
intensity. The rays have developed one unquestioned 
property—they are as useful as wires for the transmis- 
sion of several currents at a time. 

The current used in these experiments is of a peculiar 
nature. The secret of its production has been very care- 
fully guarded. Naval officers, when they vouchsafe to 
give any information at all on the subject, say that it is 
not so much an alternating as a cumulative current, and 
works somewhat as follows: The projectors from which 
the light issues are located in the battleship a little below 
the water line. The operator in charge of each sweeps 
the sea beneath the waves until he discovers the attack- 
ing submarine or torpedo. ek 

He then turns on the special current, and this is what 
happens: 

A stream of electric pulsations flows outward along the 
light ray, and the intervals of pulsation lessen gradually, 
at the same time gathering strength and increasing in 
intensity until they become powerful blows approaching 
detonations in character. | 

The shock of these electric blows—strokes of lightning 
they might be called—is sufficient to set off any explosive 
contained in the hull of the approaching submaripe. 

In proof of this fact, the officers conducting a recent 
test blew off the head of a torpedo at a distance of 300 
feet, the torpedo being thirty feet under water at the 
moment of the explosion. 

In other similar tests the pulsating current acted on 
the fuse or trigger of the torpedo, setting it off just as 
effectively as would sudden contact with the side of 7, 
ship’s hull. 


THEY SAVED THEIR WAGES. 


DOMESTIC SERVANTS WHo Micur Drive ruin 
OwN CARRIAGES. 


(Tit-Bits: ] It is one of the strange con- 
tradictions one encounters in English life that 
there are many servants who are content to 


serve masters poorer than themselves; while there are 
still more who are in a position at any time to retire 
from positions of dependence and “set up as ladies and 
gentlemen' on their own account. 

Mr. William Couchman, Lord Ravenscourt’s butler. 
who died recently, leaving behind the substantial for- 
tune of £30,000, was a conspicuous member of the latter 
class—a man who, although he might even have aspired 
to the lofty ambition of driving his own carriage, was 
willing to the last to make a trifling addition to his 
private income of £1200 or £1500 a year by acting as 
butler for another. 

Hundreds of barristers of the Middle Temple can recall 

a similar ease, where a white-baired, aristocratic old 
man, who had a beautiful house in the country, and a 
reputed income of at least £1500 a year, found his great- 
est pleasure in handing around beer to the messes in 
Hall, and offering his silver snuff box to his special 
favorites among the diners in gowns. For many a long 
year “Sir John,“ as he was invariably called, acted as 
clerk to a celebrated Recorder of London, and by thrift 
and shrewd investment had accumulated a fortune for 
which many of the lawyers he served would gladly have 
exchanged their prospect of ermine. ! 
It is not many months since Mr. Henry Page died, 
leaving his accumulated savings of over 12,000 to the 
master whose family he had served loyally for over fifty 
years. Entering his service as stable boy, he was grad- 
ually promoted to the dignified office of butler, which 
he held for nearly forty years, and which, in spite of 
failing health, he refused to relinquish until death came 
to relieve him. During his latter years of service, when 
misfortune had overtaken his employer, he not only 
refused to receive any wages, but is said to have ad- 
vanced large sums to help his master, finally leaving 
him all he had. ) 

There is living today in the North of England an aged 
housekeeper, who. is reputed to be wealthier than her 
master. About six years ago her only brother, who had 
emigrated to Australia in the sixties, died, leaving his 
fortune of over £50,000 to his sister. The old lady took 
her unexpected windfall very calmly and philosophic- 


ally: and contrary to all ‘expectations, she still contin- 


ues to carry the domestic bunch of keys. 

In the early seventies Miss Mary ——, an attractive 
girl, who was housemaid to an impoverished young 
Yorkshire squire, received a rich windfall of over £60,000 
from a bachelor uncle whom she had never seen, Un- 
like the housekeeper, Miss Mary did not see the necessity 
of remaining a menial when she might be a mist 4 
so, after spending a couple of years in self-improvement, 
on the continent, she made her home in London under 
the chaperonage of a lady of title, but limited means, 
and made her début in society. Being a girl of great 
personal attractions, and well gilded, withal, she 
had no lack of woers; and within a year she be- 
came the wife of Graf von ——, who was then an attaché . 
of the German embassy in London. Today the emanci- 
pated housemaid is one of the most highly placed and 
courted ladies in German society. 

Mr. M——, known to the writer, could, if necessary, 
write a check for a quarter of a million, and still re- 
main a man of substance. Less than thirty years ago 
he retired from service as butler to a well-known 
baronet, and invested his savings of less than £1000 in 
a public house in the north of London. Ten years later, 
so rapidly had he prospered, he was owner of half a 
dozen public houses, each of which yielded an income 
in four figures, and today he counts it a poor year 
which does not add £30,000 to his exchequer.

street. The plans are from the office of Architects 
Preston & Seehorn. The design is in what is known 
as the mission style, this being to a degree adapted to 
our sunny clime. The site of the house is 46x60 feet 
on the ground floor, with large basement. It will be two 
stories in height, and will contain twelve rooms. The 
exterior is of cement and plaster, on steel lath, with a 
tile roof. There is an open inner court, which has a 
cement floor and fountain in the center, and is sur- 
rounded by flower beds and tropical plants, making an at- 
tractive feature of the building. The interior finish will 
be in birdseye maple, and Flemish oak. : 

On the first floor is the reception hall, 11 feet 6 inches 
by 20 feet 6 inches, and to the right, on entering, is 
the parlor, 16x16 feet, with an eliptical bay window. At 
the left is the drawing-room, 16x29 feet, with semicircular 
corner bay, 12 feet in diameter. At the rear of the 
drawing-room is the dining-room, 15x20 feet. The ball, 
parlor, drawing-room and dining-room are all connected 
by arches and sliding doors. There are also 
two bed chambers on the first floor, one of which is 17x18 
feet, the other 14x18 feet. The kitchen is large and 
roomy, as is also the pass pantry connecting the kitchen 
and dining-room, and both are provided with every 
modern convenience. The bathroom, 9x10 feet, is located 
between the two large bedrooms. On the screen porch at 
the rear of the house are laundry tubs and similar con- 
veniences. | 

A back stairway leads from the kitchen to the second 
floor. The principal stairway leading from the reception 
hall to the second floor will be an attractive feature, 
being elaborately treated throughont. 

The second floor will have four large chambers, with 
necessary closets. There is, also, a fine colonade over- 
looking the patio. 

In the house are five elegant mantels, the parlor, draw- 
ing-room, dining-room and two of the bed chambers on

IN Pursurr OF THE RHINOCEROS IN 
AFRICAN WILDs. 


By Frederick C. Selous. 


UITE recently I read an announcement in a daily 

paper that the railroad now being laid between 

Buiawayo and the Victoria Falls of the Zambesi 
would soon be completed, and that week-end tickets 
would then be issued ‘enabling the weary citizens of 
the modern capital of Matabeleland to leave home on 
Friday evening, spe Saturday and Sunday at the falls, 
and return to their work on Monday morning. 

This announcement set me thinking, and awakened 
many old memories of the days when I first wandered 
and hunted through the country so soon to be traversed 
by the new railway. That was thirty years ago, and 
“Matabeleland was as little known and as inaccessible 
then as is any part of Centra} Africa today, for at that 
time not a yard of railway had been laid from any coast 
town of the Cape Colony or Natal toward the interior 
of the country. Lobengula, the most powerful chief 
of the Zulu race in South Africa, had but recently been 
elected king of the Matabele, and savagery seemed so 
firmly established throughout all the territory be- 
tween the Limpopo and the Zambesi that I never 
dreamed that I should live to see the destruction of the 
great chief's far-reaching power and the defeat and 
dispersal of his brave but barbarous tribesmen, to be 
quickly followed by the founding of a European town 
near the site of the old native capital, and the building 
of a railway through the wilderness to the north. 


The Happy Life of the Pioneer. 


Ah, but the old days were the best, after all—or at 
any rate I think so. The tmveler by rail to the Vic- 
toria Falls will sit, it is true, in a saloon carriage, 
and journey at his ease, with plenty to eat and drink 
through seemingly endless wastes of low forest and 
scrubby bush, and will probably think it a terribly 
monotonous and uninteresting country; but no man will 
ever again sit, as I have often done, by a camp fire near 
one of the little rivers the railway will cross, eating 
prime pieces of fat e:ephant’s heart, roasted on a forked 
stick, nor watch the great white rhinoceroses coming to 
drink just before dark, nor lie and listen, as I have 
often done, to herd after herd of elephants as they 
drank and bathed in the river near my camp. On one 
particular night which I shall never forget, the splash- 
ing and trumpeting of the hot and thirsty elephants was 
kept up from soon after dark till long past midnight. 
This was at the little river Sikumi, which the traveler 
of today will cross by an iron bridge. There was no 
monotony about the country between Bulawayo and Vic- 
toria Falls thirty years ago. The abundance of big 
game, elephants, black and white rhinoceroses, giraffes, 
buffaloes, zebras and many varieties of antelope made 
it always interesting to the hunter and the lover of 
Nature. As I think of my early wanderings through 
those once well-stocked hunting grounds in the days 
when I made my living by shooting elephants, I can 
recall many interesting experiences, some of a decidedly 
exciting nature, others only curious. I never had any 
harrow escapes from rhinoceroses, although I encount- 
ered numbers of these prehistoric-looking animals, but 
I do not think that the black rhinoceros of the interior 
of South Africa was ever of so aggressive a nature as 
he appears to be in many districts of East Africa today, 
though a wounded one was always likely to become 
savage.

At last it was 
within twenty yards of our fires, and seemed determined 
to come closer still. Several of my Kaffirs had by 
_ this time crept round to the back of the bushes which 
sheltered our camp, :\4d made for the nearest tree, while 
my favorite gun carrier put my big four-bore elephant 
gun into my hands and begged me to shoot the inquisi- 
tive beast before it charged in among us. But in those 
days I was hunting elephants for a living, and as we 
were camped near a favorite drinking place of these 
animals, and a shot in the night might have disturbed a 
herd approaching the water, I was determined not to fire 
at the rhinoceros if I could possibly avoid doing so. 
However, something had to be done to stop it, as I 
was afraid that if it came any nearer the smell of meat 
might excite it, and cause it to run amuck through 
the camp; so plucking a good-sized piece of wood from 
the fire, I threw it with all my streng h. and, just miss- 
ing the rhinoceres's great ugly head, hit it on the neck 
or shoulder, and covered it with a shower of sparks. As

Taking one of my heavy, ciumsy 
old four-bore muzzle-loading elephant guns, the only 
weapons I then possessed—I at once commence! to. 
creep slowly toward them through the grass, which was 
not very long. I had approached to within twenty 
yards or so of the sleeping animals, and had just raised 
myself to a sitting position for a shot from behind a 
small bush, when one of them, which I saw. from the 
thickness of its horns was the bull, stood up, and eom- 
menced to walk slowly toward my very inadequate 
shelter. I do not think that it had any suspicions of 
my presence, but it was soon within ten yards of the 
little bush behind which I sat, and as it was still 
walking slowly toward me, it was necessary to do some- 
thing. As its head was held in such a position that !! 
covered its whole chest, | resolved to try and fire so as 
just to miss its horns and strike it in front of the herd 
above tbe eyes.

O residents of the United States Sonora is probably 
the best-known section of Mexica The Arizona Star 
recently published the following: 

C. C. Collins, who has been prospecting in the State 
of Sonora, Mexico, for a number of years, passed through 
Tucson yesterday, en route East, where he goes,to pro- 
mote a large mining deal. 

Sonora, aid Mr. Collins yesterday, in conversa- 
tion with a representative of the Star, ‘is fast becoming 
populated with “gringoes,” as the Mexicans are pleased 
to call Americans, and it won't require but a few years 
until the State will be as American as any part of the 
United States. 

Under proper conditions, irrigation among several 
others, Sonora will in time become the garden spot of 
the world. At this season, peaches are plentiful, and 
now the oranges around Hermosillo are ripening, and 
the fruit which Sonora produces is far ahead of the 
Southern California product in flavor, even though it 
don't grow to quite the size. : 

The recent mining development of Sonora is sim- 
ply marvelous, and now that the rainy season down 
there is past, a great deal of profitable development 
work will be performed in the next few months. 

Around Magdalena the railroad warehouses, are full, 
as are the platforms of the latest and best of the modern 
mining machinery. Hundreds of thousands of dollars 
have been invested in that section in the last twelve 
months, and I am confident that during the next few 
months twice that amount will find its way into the 
Magdalena locality. 

In the Yaqui country is located some of the finest 
mining properties in Mexico, or in the world for that 
matter, and preparations for an active season are in 
progress. For some years the Americans have been 
loath to invade the Yaqui district for fear of the Indians, 
but now they realize that the latter only kill the Mexi- | 
can soldiers, against whom they cherish a grievance, 
but never molest an American, who is safe to ride 
through their mountains unaccompanied. If he is fool- 
ish enough to stop at Ortiz and secure a military escort, 
he is likely to stop a few of the Yaqui bullets, which are 
intended for the soldiers, but not for him.

Capers and Copra. : 
HE Sunset Magazine, for September, contains the 
following suggestion in regard to new industries that 
might be introduced in California: * 
“A letter received by the Promotion Committee last 


month points out the opening for the growth and preser- 


vation of French capers in California. Capers, as gour- 
mands know, are the pickled buds of a plant gtown at 
present in France alone. 

“This letter recalis certain small industries for which 
California is peculiarly adapted, but which have never 
been tried out here. No one of them could ever become 
a leading industry like fruit-growing or gold-mining, but 
each would add a comfortable eum to the State’s annua 
trade. 

“For example, there is the manufacture of fine toilet 
scaps from the copra produced by our neighbors of the 
South Seas. Copra—a name familiar to all readers of 
Stevenson—is the dried meat of the cocoanut. It is used 
principally to furnish the oil base for the high-grade 
French toilet soaps. A little of the South Sea output 
goes to the Atlantic coast of the United States; but the 
greater part goes from the Samoan and Tahitian Islands 
all the way to Marseilles, via Suez. The distance from 
Samoa to San Francisco is less than half the distance 
from Samoa to Marseilles. Moreover, distance for dis- 
tance, the passage is easier. Further, there are no ex- 
pensive canal tolle. Toilet soap manufacture and per- 
fume making go together; and before this industry 
could be placed squarely on its own feet Californians 
would have to begin turning their flowers into perfume; 
but, as has been often shown, the chances for that indus- 

“Then there is the manufacture of fine linens from 
native-grown flax. No less an authority than Collis 
P. Huntington said once: “If I were a young Califor- 


nian about to enter business, I would begin the manu- 


facture of linen from flax grown at home.” The flax is 
already growing in Solano, Tehama and other counties, 
but it is threshed for seed and its fibers practically 
thrown away. On these farms it has been proved that 
the stalks grow very long in this climate, and the longer 
the fiber the better it is for linen. 

“With fuel oil and electric power at hand, there is no 
reason apparent why any of these industries could not 
be made a success A few years ago, the culls from 


the California orange crop were sent to Scotland, there 


to be made into orange marmalade. Then much of our 


marmalade supply came all the way back to be sold here. 


But we began the manufacture of domestic marmalade 
a few years ago, and it is slowly crowding the imported 
article out of our markets. This is mentioned as an ex- 


ample.”

NOTES ABOUT WOMEN. — 

Within the last four years the number of female clerks 
has doubled in London. The demand is constantly in- 
creasing, and it is predicted tbat the male clerk wil! soon 
be extinct. | 

The Postal Union includes thirty-five countries in 
which women are employed in the postal service. In 
England the beginning was made in 1870; now there are 
31,000 women thus employed in the United Kingdom. 

While women are not allowed to plead as lawyers in 
German courts, not a few are otherwise employed as ex- 
perts in various branches of the profession. In Berlin 
one Woman serves as interpreter of the language of deaf- 
n.utes, and several as translators of foreign documents;

THE FLIGHT OF BIRDS BY N1IGHT—ITs 


PERILS AND ITs REASON.

NE bright moonlight night, about a year ago, I 

went with a friend to the top of a hill to watch the 

birds which at this season are journeying toward 
the south in countless thousands. We were soon aware 
that we had chosen a good night for the work, for we 
heard, apparently from the stars, an almost incessant 
twittering, which proved that the winged voyagers were 
passing over us in a steady stream. Of course we could 
see nothing with our naked eyes, but we had with us 
a telescope, and through it we took turns in watching 
the bright surface of the moon. For hours we watched, 
and during he whole of that time little black figures 
went “flit—flit—flit” across the glowing disk, sometimes 
at considerable intervals, and at other times in such 
rapid succession thet we had difficulty in keeping 
count of them. Now and then some large birds would 
pass, and from some peculiarity in their flight it was 
possible at times even to identify the species to which 
they belonged. Such observations may be made by any 


one at this season, and any bird student who will take | 


the trouble to make them will get an insight into the 
subject of bird migration which he could scarcely get in 
any other way. Of course almost every one is more or 
less acquainted with the annual flight of the wild geese, 
and as they pass above us in the gray dawn of a spring 
morning, each with his neck extended toward the pole, 
they form a picture which we could scarcely forget; 
but to me it is not nearly so impressive as the clear 
twitterings of millions of smaller migrants, falling 
straight through the frosty air of a starlight 
night in autumn. 
migration, and we speak with pride of express trains, 
ocean liners and rapid transit, but let us once compre- 
hend the annua! migrations of the birds, and the travels 
of men are dwarfed into insignificance. Flitting about 
in the woodland we may see a mite of a warbler—a frail 
little bunch of feathers, whose life might be snuffed out 
between the thumb and finger of a babe—yet tonight 


that tiny creature will embark on a voyage of several 


thousand miles, over mountains, rivers and oceans, 
braving storms which no man would wish to be out in, 
and with naught to carry it but its own frail wings. 
which weigh but the merest fraction of an ounce, But 
it will not de alone, for with it will be myriads ef com- 
panions, hurrying along in the same direction, and 
joined from time to time by other throngs which flow 
into them as trooks flow into a river. And all night 
they will fly, following a well-known route, marked by 
the whole line of the surf along the coast, the snow- 
capped peaks of mountain ranges, or perchance the course 
of some mighty stream, a ribbon of silver in the moon- 
light. In the morning they will separate, and wheeling: 
down to earth will seek food and rest. That is, if they 
live until the morning, for should clouds darken the 
face of the moon, they might lose their way and be 
lured to their death by lighthouses on the coast. At 
such times they see only the light, and flying toward it, 
dash themselves against the solid masonry and fall 
dead or dying to the ground. Sometimes, as they are 
crossing the sea, a great storm of wind and rain will 
arise, beating back the tiny voyagers, in spite of all 
their plucky efforts. Twittering still to guide and en- 
courage each other in the awful blackness of the night, 
they work their little wings to the very limit of their 
strength. All to no avail. Their voices are drowned 
by the howling of the storm, their plumage is water- 
soaked and heavy, and the strokes of their pinions be- 
come slower and weaker. Courageous to the last, they 
are driven slowly backward and down, down, until the 
hissing, leaping white caps lick them into the flood. Next 
morning when the rainclouds have passed away, and when 
the anger of the sea has been spent, the bodies of the 
brave little warblers will be found upon the beach 
among the wet pebbles and the tinted shells. 

But there are many which make the voyage in safety, 
and these, after spending the winter in their southern 
homes, start northward again in the following spring.

PHOTOGRAPHING FLORIDA’S WHITE HERONS. 

One day, approaching a small key, I saw several great 
white herons—eplendid birds, nearly as tall as a man— 
flying uneasily about, well over the tops of the trees. 
On landing and clambering about for some time amid 
mangrove roots and slippery, sticky mud, never ceas- 
ing. withal, to fight mosquitoes, I was finally rewarded 
by finding several of their nests, built in crotches, twenty 
to thirty-five feet above the ground; bulky, saucer-shaped 
platforms of good-sized sticks. 


One nest especially interested me. It was convenie tly 
situated, about thirty feet from the ground, and was 
occupied by an imposing young heron, almost full size, 
which stood on the nest and received me in dignified 
manner, not scrambling or fluttering out, as young 
herons are all too apt to-do. While I admired him and 
screwed my camera to a branch he never moved: nor did 
he at the critical moments of exposure. Then, as I would 
stir him up a bit, he retreated out beyond the nest, where 
he stood like an obelisk, showing his good breeding in 
every inch of his stature as I again took his picture. 


Not so well bred were a trio of half-grown scape- 
graces in a neighboring nest. These were of the sulky 
sort, that threw themselves in miserable attitudes, re- 
fusing to stand up and behave, despite all that I—even 
assisted by my guide—could do. Another nest with two 
tiny fledglings also gave me trouble, from the difficult 
combinations of wind; movements and shadows. How- 
ever, I conquered them, and then climbed to a rather 
lofty nest near by, of the great blue heron, whose two 
vouthful inmates spent their time in making vicious 
lunges at me, accompanied by the harshest expletives of 
the heron tongue.— [Herbert K. Job, in Outing.

The Weakness of California. 3 


ELow will de found a quotatidn from the New 

York Fruit Trade Journal, whose length is not beyond 
the importance of the issue the citrus fruit receivers are 
attempting to raise against the present methods of hand- 
ling California fruit. The Times is only dealing in facts 
in stating that the statements of the prominent receiver 
are at variance with the truth. In reference to the recent 
trouble with the San Bernardino County Fruit Exchange, 
now happily settled to the satisfaction of all, the grow- 
ers of that Exchange have the most ample facilities for 
packing their own oranges and those of all the orchard- 
ists they may take into the organization hereafter. It 
is antagonistic to all the experience of fruit men to hold 
that.an individual grower can pack his fruit more eco- 
nomically than he can have it done by his association, 
or his dealer. In the purchase of box material alone, the 
scale is turned in favor of mutual packing-houses, to say 
nothing of the economy of equipping one house with 
facilities and the operating expenses. It will be a novel 


proposition, that of Florida being ahead of California in 


anything, but of a piece with the other statements made 
in the quoted article. The Journal says 

“In discussing the general orange 23 a promi- 
nent receiver here said this week: 

I think the principal trouble with California grow- 
ers; and that which puts them at the mercy of the pack- 
ers and causes losses year after year, is that they have 
neglected to provide their own packing plants. Men 
with $30,000 to $50,000 invested in groves, and an output 
of 100 cars and more yearly, are entirely without pack- 
ing facilities. It is a well-known fact that the most suc- 
cessful growers in California are those who pack their 
own fruit. These men can’t be clubbed into combina- 
tions against their judgment, and can’t be held there 
against their will. They are entirely independent. And 
they make money, too. Isn't it amazing that big grow- 
ers have been so short-sighted? To show how heipless 
they are, look at the trouble with the San Bernardino 
Exchange. This Exchange found itself unable to take 
in other growers, and rather than see these growers 
kept out in the cold, it was willing to withdraw from 
the combination. The combination is able to make such 
oppressive rules just for the reason that they know most 
growers can’t pack their own fruit. It is for this rea- 
son that when growers become tired of the Exchange and 
its methods, they set about building a packing plant. 

California is pointed out as the model for Florilla. 
As a matter of fact, the State is away behind Florida. 
for there is scarcely a grower in the latter State who 
raises 1000 boxes of oranges, who doesn’t also pack his 


is fine, but late greatly injured by drought. In Ken- 
tucky early corn good and nearly matured; late corn in- 
jured seriously by drought. 

“In Oklahoma and Indian Territories cutting is pro- 
gressing. In Ohio corn damaged by wind on 10th, cut- 
ting progressing; late corn advancing well in north, 
will need two or three weeks more to mature.

“In South Dakota corn slowly maturing, over half 
crop considered safe from frost, but meager reports in- 
dicate uncertain injury to some late eorn in north by 
frost on 13th and 14th. In Wisconsin corn made some 
progress, and few fields on high ground ripe, but bulk 
of crop requires two weeks of good weather to mature. 
In Pennsylvania corn is uneven, early being cut; late 
corn is two or three weeks from maturity. In Minnesota 
early corn cutting stopped by soft ground. In Michigan 
corn improved but continues backward,” 


Dollar Wheat. 

ESTERDAY a climax was put on the already excited 

condition of the wheat market by the fact thai cash 
handlers were able to command $1 for the choice variety 
of hard red fyfe spring wheat, which is the pride of 
Minnesota and the Dakotas. Particular interest at- 
taches to the fact because it was not brought about by 
manipulation, but represents a true commercial value 
without spelling calamity. 

The figures given out by the government and private 
estimators on the probable yields of spring and winter 
wheat governed the trade in the wheat market during 
the early part of the week. Now that a more sober 
judgment has taken possession of the people who make 
the prices, it is seen that ther is a general consensus 
of opinion that the crops will be smaller than last year 
and the difference between the average at which the 
government places the spring wheat and the estimate of 


at firgt sight appears. . 

Mr. Jones thinks the regular spring wheat of the hard 
red fyfe variety, which has made Minneapolis fiour 
famous througheut the world, will not amount to more 
than 147,000,000 bushels for this crop, while the govérn- 
ment figures suggest a yield of perhaps 165,000,009 
bushels in the three States. The latter figures inciude 
the “macaroni” wheat, which Mr. Jones says will be from 
5,000,000 bushels up, but he takes no account of it in his 
figures, because he doubts its commercial value. He is 
justly respected as an estimator on account of his ser- 
vices to the trade in past years, and if he has not always 
been correct, he has been more often right than wrong, 
and his figures, therefore, are naturally looked upon as 
a reasonable guide in the absence of the positive infor- 
mation which can only be arrived at when the grain is 
marketed. 

With regard to the macaroni 3 there is much to 
be said in favor of the view taken by Mr. Jones. At 
present it has not found its level on the market. That 
it will do so in course of time theré can be no doubt, 
and prove a valuable crop where the red fyfe cannot 
be grown, but there cannot be any comparison between 
the two varieties now, and therefore it seems unreason- 
able to put them in the same category. 

The Times does not pretend to be in the estimating 


own fruit. So the Florida people are entirely indepen-

In Iowa corn made slow 
advance, and the portion of early planted now well ma- 
tured is relatively small, bulk of crop needs two to three 
weeks’ ripening weather. In Nebraska corn has ma- 
tured slowly in southeastern, but has made more satis- 
factory progress in northern and western counties; some 
early corn now beyond injury by frost, but much needs 
two weeks more to mature. In Kansas early corn 
mostly matured, cutting retarded by rains; late corn in 
fine condition and well eared. 

“In Missouri heavy rains and cloudy ener in cen- 
tral and northern sections retarded ripening corn, some 
of which was damaged by floods and high winds; bulk 
of early corn safe and cutting general; late corn needs 
dry, sunny weather to mature before frost. In Indiana 
corn made fair progress toward maturity, some cut, 
most will be safe from frost Septehmer 30. In Georgia 
late corn ig failing rapidly. In Tennessee early corn

STOCK INTERESTS. 


The Zebrula. 


ONSUL-GENERAL RICHARD GUENTHER writes as 

follows from Frankfort, Germany: . 

German papers say the mule will probably be re- 
placed in the twentieth century by a more efficient ani- 
mal, as it has been demonstrated that the mule, the cross 
between horse and donkey, is inferior to the cross be- 
tween horse and zebra. 

Formerly the opinion prevailed that the zebra was al- 
most extinct. The opening up of Africa, particularly 
the eastern part, reveals these fine animals in large num- 
bers. 

Compared with horses and cattle, they possess peculiar 
advantages, as they are immune against the very danger- 
ous horse disease of Africa and also against the deadly 
“tsetse” fly. The question was therefore raised whether 
the zebra could not take the place of the mule, commonly 
used in the tropics, The greaterest credit with refer- 
ence to the solution of this problem is due to Prof. Cos- 
sar Ewart, who has been trying since 1895 to produce 
crosses between horses and zebras, with a view to devel- 
oping an animal superior in every respect to the mule. 

Three species of zebras still exist in Africa: the so- 
called “Grevy” zebra, on the high plateaus of Schoa; 
the common or mountain zebra, formerly found every- 
where in South Africa, and the “Burchell” zebra, still 
frequently found. 

Prof. Ewart produced crosses from mares of different 
breeds and zebra stallions of the Burchell kind. The off- 
spring is called zebrula, and on account of its form and 
general bodily condition—especially the hardness of the 
hoofs—is specially adapted for all transport work here- 
tofore performed by mules. The zebrula is much livelier 
than the mule, and at least as intelligent. 

The Indian government has already experimented with 
zebrulas for transporting mountain artillery at Quetta. 

In Germany much interest in the animal is manifested. 
The well-known Hagenbeck is experimenting in this 
direction, and intends to introduce the zebrula into Ger- 
many and America. The zoölogical garden at Berlin 
possesses Some very fine specimens. The zebra stripes 
are often well preserved while the undertone of the 
skin is generally that of the mother. A full grown ze- 
brula is fourteen hands high. and the girdle circumfer- 
ence about 160 centimeters (sixty-three inches.) 

The experiments so far have been so successful that 
it is predicted that the zebrula during the present cen- 
tury will completely supersede the mule.

Vitalizer is the invention of Mr. Thomas A. Edison, Jr., 
the eldest son of the well-known scientist. Mr. Thomas 
A. Edison. Jr., is the incorporator and chief officer of 
this company, which is a well-known and responsible 
concern. 

“Your writer also casts bad attack upon the au- 
thenticity of certain ‘articles concerning the vitalizer, 
which appeared in the newspapers all over the country. 
The matter in question was regular and legitimate news, 
and we believe the article duly appeared in your columns, 
as well as in other prominent papers throughout the 
country.

There is nothing here to indicafe that Edison has any- 
thing to do with this enterprise.

For instance, the com- 
pany which owns the electric power plant extending 
from the Santa Ana Cafion to Los Angeles, a distance of 
eighty-five miles, is known as the Edison Electric Com- 
pany. Also, there are many Washington bakeries and 
Washington laundries, and Washington other things, 
with which George Washington necessarily never had 
anything to do. Because a talented inventor has a son 
bearing his father’s name, it does not by any means fol- 
low that the son has inherited his father’s ability. Nor 
does it follow that the father holds himself in any 
degree responsible’ for an enterprise which bears his 
son's name. 

Again. it will be noticed that the company admits the 
truth of.the suggestion made by The Times that the 
extracts from leading papers were extracts from paid 
advertisements, inserted in those papers by the com- 
pany. That is, the writer says: The matter in question 
was regular and legitimate news. and we believe the 
article duly appeared in your columns, as well as in 
other prominent papers throughout the country.” This 
is almost funny. The writer seems to be unable to dis- 
tinguish between editoria! expressions of opinion in a 
newspaper and matter paid for by an advertiser. A paid 
advertisement is not legitimate news,’ by any means. 
After this fashion an advertisement inserted by the 
company in The Times might then be quoted all over the 
country as the opinion of The Times on the “Edison 
Magno-Electric Vitalizer.” The Times certainly does 
not undertake fo vouch for the authenticity of every- 
thing published in its advertising columns, relating to

Especially should it be insisted 
upon that more deference should be paid to the wishes 
of the wife in such matters. Another good idea is to 
substitute for the French and English plan of married 
people sleeping in a single large bed the German style 
of having two small beds alongside each other. This is 
better for several reasons, among others, that when one 
person is inclined to be restless at night, the sleep of 
the other is not disturbed. 

Another phase of the subject that is worthy of the 
most serious attention is the deliberate restriction of 
offspring, which, together with the crime of abortion, is 
becoming so increasingly prevalent in this and other 
civilized countries, even in a new country like Australia, 
where population is so greatly needed, so that the 
statesmen of England and France have been aroused on 
the question. In the United States it is stated that the 
excess of births over deaths has fallen from 28 per 
1000 in 1830, to a calculated total of only 13, in 1900. 
At this rate of retrogression, our population—apart 
from immigration—will soon be stationary, as in France. 
It should be clearly understood that all means of pre- 
venting conception are more or less injurious—some more 
and some less—but all, absolutely all, injurious. Such 
means will work injury to the man or the woman, or 
both, and a large proportion of the so-called “female 
troubles” from which a majority of women suffer now- 
adays, may be attributed to this cause. You cannot 
“monkey” with nature, in this or any other way, 
without suffering for it; and any one who tells you that 
you can is a liar. Nature intended men and women. 
when they reach the age of puberty, or soon thereafter, 
to come together for the sake of propagating their 
species, and the failure, for various causes, to carry out 
this programme, must invariably be attended with evil 
results. Some women are much afraid of the pains and

Catarrh—Ulcer of Stomach, 


K. II. "writes that he has followed for several 

months suggestions in regard to the treatment of 
catarrh,. He says it seems to him that he receives 
bo benefit from the food upon which he subsists, mainly 
vegetables, and adds that he has gradually failed in 
strength and weight. This is not surprising. Any one 
Woo attempts to live chiefly upon vegetables is likely 
to ‘ose in strength and weight, because vegetables are 
mainly water. It requires about twenty-five pounds 
of cabbage to equal one pound of solid food. Besides 
this, in the way that vegetables are usually cooked, by 
dong and throwing away the water in which they 
have been boiled, the natural salts contained in the 
fcod are removed, and the nervous system is thus 
elarved. The correspondent should read more carefully

“What is the time limit for fasting for such a trouble, 
and how should the bowels be treated through the 
period? What kind of nuts are constipating? I 
drink home-made coffee if any, made of good bran 
moistened with molasses, then browned in the oven like 
coffee berries. I rarely eat meat or pastry, and few 
sweets. My father was a very temperate liver. He used 
tu say for one to enjoy good health to stop eating when 
still a little — He lived to be nearly 94 years 
of age.” 

Obviously no hard and fast rules can be laid down in 
regard to the duration of a fast. It all depends upon 
circumstances. Sometimes a fast of three or four days 


to fast as many weeks. When you find your tongue 
clean, and have a healthy appetite for plain, unseasoned 
fcod—that is to say, when a piece of dry-bread “looks 
good to you”"—you may safely conclude that it is about 
time to break your fast.

Tncontinence of Urine. 


\f RS. E. C. W. writes as follows from Santa Ana: 

* “Can you suggest a remedy for children who wet 
ne bed at night. Our little son, now 7 years of age, 
well in every other way, but this trouble has always 
oxisted. We have consulted several physicians, but have 
received no benefit.” 

This symptom usually indicates a weakness of the 
bladder. Give the child a cold sitz bath, with the chill 
taken off, every morning. Also see that little or no liquid 
food is taken within three or four hours of retiring, and 
give no food that would tend to irritate the bladder, such 
as sweets, meat and coffee. See that the child does not 
lie on the back. If no improvement is noted after 
adopting these rules, the child should be circumcised. 
This, of itself, will often cure a case of the kind. Cir- 


cumelsion is a valuable hygienic practice, both for 


males and females, and should be more generally adorted 


among the gentiles. ! ‘

Having read a good deal of the 
New Thought’ literature, I decided to adopt a few of 
their ideas, so I have for twelve months given up break- 
fasts. All my life I have been an exceedingly moderate 
drinker—prastically an ebstainer, and a non-smoker— 


early to bed and lived very temperately in regard to the 
sexual relations. The result has been that I have never 
paid $10 to a doctor for forty years, or taken a pill or 
drug of any kind. 

“I find great improvement in health from the no- 
breakfast plan. This is my diet: About noon 1 ‘dine’ 
on tomato salad (with cucumbers or celery, when in sea- 
son,) sweetened with sugar and eaten with cheese, fol- 
lowed by fresh fruit and one or two glasses of milk and 
a ‘cookie.’ For ‘supper’ I take oatmeal mush and milk, 
two or three eggs fried or boiled, more fruit, cookie and 
tea. 
“Thus for two years 1 have eaten no potatoes or 
bread—a Graham flour cookie and butter answers the 
purpose, and as I have had a good deal of baching to 
do, this saves baking bread, and is not so ‘filling.’ Occ»- 
sionally I indulge in dates, prunes and walnuts, but my 
fruit is anything that happens to be in season. 

“I don't ‘stinge,’ and yet my bill of fare doesn't cost 
me more than $7.50 a month—cheap enough, surely. I 
sometimes indulge in lemonade and claret, as a summer 
drink. 

“Another ‘wrinkle’ I have learned from the New 
Thought literature. Before rising in the morning, 
lie on your back (I haven't used a pillow for years,) 
stretch every muscle, and take deep breaths; then re- 
lax every muscle. Repeat this; the sensation is de- 
lightful; you can feel the blood tingling in every limb. 
Breathe deeply at any time during the day, and stretch 
your muscles. 

“I sleep on an open balcony all the year. round. 

J think I am in a fair way of living my ‘alloted span 
of life,’ whatever that may be.

“Anyone glancing at an American newspaper must 
think we are the sickliest people on earth. Look at the 
monster ‘quack’ advertisements that disfigure every 
page—‘diseases of men,’ and diseases of women’ paraded 
before our eyes everywhere. To a person like myself 
who hasn't taken a drug of any kind for forty years, 
these advertisements are simply nauseating. They 
prove conclusively that there must be an enormous 
amount of ili health and wrong living, not to say secret 
vice. Otherwise it is clear, these advertisements could 
not be paid for. 

“When will the people learn common sense? The ad- 
vice I see in your columns is invaluable, and I need not 
repeat any of it. The stomach ts the case of nine- 
tenths of the evil.”
